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TWENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  TO  THE  MINISTER  OF  HEALTH  AND  LABOUR 


To  the  Hon.  Pio  H.  Laporte,  M.D.,  C.M., 

Minister  of  Health  and  Labour. 

Honourable  Sir: 

In  the  year  1938  the  cause  of  Public  Health  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the 
passing  of  the  Hon.  Dr.  Wm.  F.  Roberts,  Minister  of  Health  and  Labour. 
Within  a  few  months  of  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  its  creation,  he,  who 
through  his  zeal  and  energy  had  brought  about  the  establishment  of  the 
first  Ministry  of  Health  and  was  then  for  the  second  time  holding  this  port¬ 
folio,  was  called  upon  to  relinquish  the  task  which  he  had  set  himself  almost 
a  quarter  of  a  century  before — to  raise  the  standard  of  health  and  well-being 
of  our  people.  His  unbounded  enthusiasm  and  the  benefits  of  his  labors 
will  always  remain  an  inspiration  to  guide  those  engaged  in  public  health 
services  in  our  Province. 

Although  you,  Sir,  have  held  this  portfolio  for  but  a  few  months  of  the 
year  under  review,  we  already  feel  that  under  your  able  direction  the  De¬ 
partment  will  continue  to  progress  and  to  extend  its  field  of  usefulness. 

Organization. — This  is  the  first  full  year  under  the  re-organization  of 
Health  Districts  made  last  year,  and  on  the  whole  the  new  arrangement  has 
been  much  more  satisfactory  although  some  of  the  districts  are  rather  too 
large  to  be  covered  adequately.  Also,  as  you  are  aware,  Sir,  we  have  as  yet 
been  unable  to  provide  public  health  nurses  as  an  essential  part  of  the  health 
district  personnel,  but  are  hopeful  of  making  a  beginning  during  the  coming 
year. 

Fellowships  in  Public  Health. — Dr.  F.  B.  Wishart,  who  completed  his 
fellowship  course  at  the  School  of  Hygiene,  Toronto  University  last  summer, 
was  engaged  for  three  months  in  a  special  tuberculosis  survey  among  the 
Indians.  (Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  year  under  review  Dr.  Wishart  was 
appointed  District  Medical  Health  Officer  of  Restigouche  to  replace  Dr. 
Richard  Monahan  who  resigned).  Last  autumn  the  Rockefeller  Foundation 
granted  a  fellowship  to  Dr.  Edward  Maddison,  of  Moncton  which  makes  the 
tenth  such  fellowship  granted  by  the  Foundation  to  New  Brunswick  in  the 
past  seven  years,  for  which  assistance  we  wish  to  again  express  our  gratitude. 

Bureau  of  Laboratories. — That  the  laboratory  services  continue  to  be 
increasingly  valuable  as  an  essential  branch  of  the  Department  and  as  an 
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adjunct  of  medical  practice  is  obvious  from  reading  the  report  of  the  Director, 
found  in  Appendix  I  in  this  report.  The  Director  and  his  staff  have  not  only 
continued  the  high  class  of  laboratory  service  given  for  so  many  years  but  have 
also  met  the  demand  for  newer  types  of  service  as  these  arise.  It  is  worthy 
of  note,  too,  that  both  the  physicians  and  health  officers  of  the  whole  Province 
are  continuing  to  make  greater  use  of  the  laboratory  facilities,  which  indicates 
a  rising  standard  in  medical  and  public  health  practice. 


With  the  increasing  use  of  biological  products  the  demands  made  upon 
this  branch  of  the  laboratory  service  continue  to  become  greater.  With  the 
more  widespread  use  of  serum  in  the  treatment  of  pneumonia,  which  disease 
for  years  has  occupied  the  third  place  in  the  six  principal  causes  of  death,  we 
will  be  faced  with  a  considerable  increase  in  the  cost  of  biologicals,  but  one 
which  we  can  with  assurance  look  upon  as  an  investment  rather  than  an 
expense,  since  the  saving  of  lives  will  be  very  considerable. 

Notifiable  Diseases. — Total  cases  reported  were  2,168  or  5,335  fewer  than 
in  1937,  this  very  great  decrease  being  due  to  the  drop  in  influenza,  measles, 
mumps,  chickenpox  and  infantile  paralysis. 

Total  deaths  from  notifiable  diseases  were  402,  a  decrease  of  55,  giving 
a  death  rate  for  this  class  of  90.2  per  100,000  as  compared  with  103.7  in  1937. 

The  distribution  of  these  cases  and  deaths  is  shown  in  detail  in  Table  1.

Diphtheria  —  -During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  130  cases  and  30  deaths 
from  this  disease,  being  51  more  cases  and  20  more  deaths  than  in  the  previous 
year  which  was  one  of  the  lowest  on  record.  The  mortality  rate  rose  to  6.7 
which  is  the  highest  since  1932. 

Five  counties  had  80%  of  the  cases  while  4  of  these  same  counties  had 
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80%  of  all  the  deaths.  With  one  exeption  these  outbreaks  were  not  localized 
epidemics  such  as  were  seen  in  the  pre-immunization  days,  the  cases  being 
scattered  over  wider  areas  and  longer  periods  of  time. 

The  morbidity  (or  case  rates)  for  the  cities,  towns  and  rural  areas  were 
15.4,  42.0  and  30.6  per  100,000  population  respectively. 

There  was  also  a  distinct  relationship  between  the  number  of  cases  and 
the  completeness  with  which  communities  and  families  had  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunities  to  have  their  children  immunized  during  the  past  years. 
In  the  days  before  toxoid  immunization  was  introducted  there  would  be  several 
years  of  low  incidence  and  low  virulence  followed  eventually  by  a  high  wave 
of  cases  and  deaths.  It  would  appear  that  last  year  this  Province  suffered 
from  one  of  those  periodic  high  waves  of  diphtheria  which  naturally  found 
its  victims  in  those  places  where  the  percentage  of  immunized  children  was 
the  lowest. 

In  former  days,  too,  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  was  far  greater  in  the 
larger  centres  of  population,  while  last  year  we  find  the  incidence  rate  for  the 
rural  areas  higher  than  that  for  the  towns  and  cities  where  for  obvious  reasons 
it  has  been  possible  to  get  a  far  higher  percentage  of  the  children  protected  by 
inoculation. 

That  our  efforts  for  wholesale  immunization  of  the  child  population 
during  the  past  nine  years  has  borne  good  results  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  six 
of  our  fifteen  counties  have  had  few  or  no  cases  for  several  years  and  no  deaths 
during  the  past  five  years,  while  some  counties  have  not  had  a  death  from  this 
disease  in  almost  ten  years.  Your  health  officers  last  year  gave  free  immuniza¬ 
tion  to  over  15,000  children,  bringing  the  total  for  the  nine  years  to  almost 
130,000. 

I  would  once  more  strongly  urge  that  no  parents  should  fail  to  have  all 
their  children  protected  in  this  way  as  only  by  this  means  can  we  Completely 
stamp  out  diphtheria. 

Typhoid. — There  were  in  all  115  cases  and  18  deaths  reported  giving  a 
mortality  rate  of  4.  per  100,000  which  is  about  the  average  for  the  past  five 
years. 

In  only  one  instance  was  there  what  might  be  considered  a  small  epidemic, 
eleven  cases  in  all.  This  was  in  a  section  of  a  town  where  the  families  were 
not  supplied  with  the  town  water,  which  in  this  instance  is  chlorinated,  but 
had  to  depend  on  individual  dug  wells. 

Seventy-nine  per  cent.  (79%)  of  the  typhoid  cases  and  77%  of  the  deaths 
were  in  six  counties,  five  of  which  have  had,  as  a  rule,  a  much  higher  typhoid 
rate  than  the  rest  of  the  Province. 
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About  75%  of  the  cases  were  in  rural  areas,  mostly  isolated  or  family 
infections. 


The  efforts  which  all  your  health  officers  have  been  assiduously  making 
for  many  years  to  bring  about  safer  public  water  supplies,  bore  some  fruit 
during  the  past  year  as  two  towns,  Bathurst  and  Dalhousie,  installed  chlor¬ 
inating  equipment,  an  action  which  is  to  be  highly  commended.  Unfortun¬ 
ately  there  are  still  some  town  authorities  who  prefer  to  take  their  own  opinion 
as  to  the  safety  of  their  water  supply  rather  than  that  of  recognized  sanitary 
authorities  and  refuse  to  provide  for  chlorination.  It  would  seem,  therefore, 
that  more  definite  provision  should  be  made  by  legislation  whereby  the  public 
may  be  given  more  adequate  protection  in  cases  where  public  authorities 
fail  to  meet  their  obligation  in  furnishing  safe  water  supplies.

Scarlet  Fever  — There  were  325  cases  reported  with  but  one  death.  This 
is  81  more  cases  than  in  1937.  The  increase  in  this  disease  became  apparent 
during  the  fall  months  and  seemed  to  be  pretty  generally  distributed  through¬ 
out  the  Province.  What  has  been  said  about  the  periodic  prevalence  of 
diphtheria  also  applies  to  scarlet  fever,  and  while  this  disease  was  particularly 
mild  last  year,  there  being  but  one  death  ascribed  to  it,  there  is  considerable 
likelihood  that  there  will  some  day  be  an  increase  in  its  virulence.  The  public 
has  of  late  years  become  accustomed  to  look  upon  scarlet  fever  as  a  relatively 
mild  disease,  and  this  has  tended  to  interfere  with  its  control  since  mild  cases 
are  often  not  reported.  This,  along  with  the  difficulty  of  distinguishing  it 
from  other  infections  of  a  like  nature,  such  as  streptococcic  sore  throats, 
makes  so-called  quarantine  control  methods  of  less  value. 
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Fortunately,  today,  there  is  available  serum  for  treatment  and  also  means 
of  producing  immunity  in  those  who  are  susceptible,  although  the  latter  is 
not  so  readily  applicable  on  a  large  scale  as  in  the  case  of  diphtheria  toxoid. 
Where  this  disease  is  prevalent  parents  would  be  well  advised  to  consult  their 
physician  in  regard  to  this  matter.

Measles.- This  disease  after  being  very  prevalent  for  three  years  showed 
from  cases  and  deaths  reported,  about  the  average  for  inter-epidemic  years. 


Whooping  Cough  — This,  too,  with  but  56  cases  reported,  although  there 
were  16  deaths  ascribed  to  it,  would  seem  to  represent  the  ending  of  the 
epidemic  of  recent  years. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — Of  the  26  cases  and  4  deaths  reported  for  the  year 
all  but  14  cases  and  2  of  the  deaths  occurred  as  part  of  the  epidemic  of  1937 — 
being  reported  only  after  the  close  of  that  departmental  year. 

During  the  past  summer  12  cases  and  2  deaths  occurred  in  Restigouche 
County  which  seemed  to  have  entirely  escaped  during  the  previous  year. 
Both  deaths  reported  were  adults.  Three-quarters  of  the  cases  showed 
definite  paralysis,  which  was  a  much  higher  proportion  than  in  the  outbreak 
in  the  Province  the  previous  year.  Further  details  of  this  County  outbreak 
will  be  found  on  pages  13  and  14  of  the  appendix,  under  the  report  of  the 
District  Medical  Health  Officer. 


Leprosy . — All  family  contacts  of  the  two  cases  of  this  disease  which  were 
discovered  in  1937  were  again  given  careful  examination  during  1938  but  no 
evidence  of  the  disease  was  found  in  any  of  them.  Yearly  examination  of 
these  contacts  is  to  be  carried  out  for  a  long  period.

Tuberculosis . — The  death  rates  for  this  disease  for  the  calendar  years, 
which  had  risen  each  year  from  1934,  when  it  was  67.1  per  100,000  to  88.1  in 
1937  has,  according  to  tentative  figures  for  1938,  dropped  to  72.0. 

Reference  to  pages  46  and  47  in  the  appendix  which  gives  a  summary 
of  the  activities  carried  on  by  our  tuberculosis  diagnostic  service  shows  a  very 
great  increase  in  the  volume  of  work  done  by  these  officers.  There  was  an 
increase  of  47%  in  the  number  of  persons  examined  and  over  20%  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  active  cases  found.  In  addition  to  the  7,148  free  examinations  by  our 
own  staff  there  were  1,600  such  examinations  made  at  the  Saint  John  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Clinic,  giving  a  total  of  8,750  free  examinations  or  about  2,000  more 
than  last  year. 


One  especially  interesting  and  valuable  piece  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
Department  during  the  year  was  a  tuberculosis  survey  among  the  Indians 
in  the  western  half  of  the  Province.  This  work  was  done  by  the  staff  of  the 
Department  at  the  request  of  the  Indian  Affairs  Branch  of  the  Federal  De¬ 
partment  of  Mines  and  Resources. 

In  all  637  Indians  were  examined  and  given  x-ray  chest  examinations} 
with  the  result  that  46  active  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found  and  placed 
under  treatment. 

This  survey  was  particularly  valuable  in  that,  in  addition  to  finding  and 
treating  cases,  we  have  now  a  comprehensive  record  of  findings  which  will 
enable  the  Indian  Affairs  Branch  to  plan  their  tuberculosis  control  programme 
for  the  future.  It  is  our  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  we  may  be 
enabled  to  extend  this  survey  so  as  to  cover  the  balance  of  the  Indians  in  the 
Province. 
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In  addition  to  these  case  finding  activities  the  Province  has  increased 
the  accommodation  at  the  Jordan  Memorial  Sanatorium  by  55  additional 
beds  in  a  fine  new  wing  opened  last  September,  while  the  Saint  John  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Hospital  is  increasing  its  bed  accommodation  by  about  50  beds.  When 
these  latter  are  ready  the  Province  will  have  a  total  bed  capacity  of  520, 
which  will  still  leave  us  with  about  150  beds  less  than  the  accepted  standard 
of  2  beds  for  each  death. 

That  the  public  is  now  thoroughly  awakened  to  the  magnitude  of  the 
tuberculosis  problem  is  further  evident  from  the  prominence  given  to  it  in 
the  presentation  by  your  Government  to  the  Commission  on  Inter  Provincial 
Relations  and  in  the  Conference  of  Health  Ministers  held  in  Ottawa  later  in 
the  year  when,  in  both  instances,  it  was  strongly  urged  that  the  control  of 
this  disease  is  a  national  problem  which  can  only  be  solved  by  the  united 
efforts  of  the  Dominion  and  the  provinces. 

Influenza . — Since  but  one  case  and  one  death  were  reported  as  due  to 
Epidemic  Influenza  during  the  year  just  closed,  it  would  appear  that  this 
disease  was  practically  non-existent  in  the  Province  during  that  time.  I 
will  later  refer  to  the  effects  which  the  epidemic  of  1937  had  upon  the  death 
rate  for  that  calendar  year. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — Owing  to  the  delayed  opening  of  all 
schools  in  the  fall  of  1937  due  to  the  outbreak  of  infantile  paralysis,  this 
service  was  necessarily  curtailed  during  the  last  school  year.  While  as  com¬ 
plete  coverage  as  possible  was  undertaken,  it  was  felt  that  those  functions 
which  would  be  most  productive  of  good  results  should  be  attended  to  first. 
Eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-six  (8,526)  vaccinations  against 
smallpox  were  done,  bringing  the  total  school  children  vaccinated  during  the 
nineteen  years  this  service  has  been  in  effect  up  to  210,000.  Fifteen  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (15,728)  children  (school  and  pre-school) 
were  immunized  against  diphtheria.  Fifty-seven  thousand  three  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  (57,367)  children  were  examined,  of  which  6,680  were  reported 
as  having  defects  other  than  those  of  teeth,  while  7,854  were  reported  with 
defects  of  teeth  only.  Fifty-nine  per  cent  (59%)  were  classified  as  normal 
or  at  least  without  defects  which  would  interfere  with  their  school  work. 
The  relative  proportions  of  the  various  defects  found  does  not  materially 
change  from  year  to  year.  Of  those  children  who  the  year  before  were  re¬ 
ported  with  defects  other  than  teeth  and  who  were  again  examined  this  year, 
38%  were  found  to  have  had  their  defects  corrected,  while  33%  of  those  with 
defective  teeth  only  had  had  these  defects  remedied. 

In  a  number  of  instances,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  individual  reports  of  the 
Health  Officers,  special  services  were  rendered  in  connection  with  tonsil  and 
adenoid  clinics,  orthopaedic  clinics,  eye  examinations  and  special  chest 
clinics  in  connection  with  higher  grade  pupils.  The  splendid  work  which 
is  being  done  by  service  clubs,  Junior  Red  Cross,  many  of  the  hospitals  and 
private  physicians  in  remedying  these  defects  in  children  whose  parents  are

unable  to  provide  the  remedy,  is  highly  commendable  and  generally  not 
fully  appreciated  because  of  the  fact  that  figures  for  such  are  not  available, 
but  the  sum  of  such  assistance  is  very  considerable  each  year. 

Public  Health  Nursing. — The  new  service  established  in  Woodstock 
under  the  Victorian  Order  has  carried  on  most  successfully  for  a  full  year. 
The  special  tuberculosis  service  in  part  of  Gloucester  was  last  summer  ex¬ 
tended  to  include  three  parishes  in  all.  Further  details  of  the  various  services 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Director. 

We  are  hopeful  that  during  the  coming  year  we  may  be  in  a  position  to 
begin  a  county  health  nursing  service  in  a  few  counties  as  such  is  very  necessary 
if  we  are  to  develop  our  health  services  in  the  rural  areas,  especially  along  the 
lines  of  child  care,  tuberculosis  supervision  and  school  services. 

Last  fall  the  Refresher  Course  for  public  health  nurses  was  carried  out 
and  was  if  anything  more  successful  than  the  former  one.  It  would  seem 
most  advisable  to  provide  for  such  a  course  each  year. 


Deaths  of  Infants  (Under  One  Year  of  Age)  per  1,000  Live  Births

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Infant  Mortality. — The  complete  figures  for  the  calendar  year  1937, 
only  recently  available,  show  the  very  high  toll  of  infant  deaths  in  that  year. 
From  the  second  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  (76.7  in  1936)  the  rate  jumped 
to  101.3  per  1,000  live  births.  There  were,  therefore,  266  more  infant  deaths 
in  1937.  Three  factors  accounted  for  this  marked  rise: 

(a)  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis,  192  more. 

(b)  Deaths  from  pneumonia,  49  more. 

(c)  Deaths  from  influenza,  20  more. 

For  some  unknown  reason  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  was  extremely  pre¬ 
valent  during  the  months  of  August  and  September  throughout  the  greater 
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part  of  the  Province,  affecting  not  only  infants  but  other  children  as  well, 
although  of  course  it  was  much  more  fatal  in  infants.  This  disease  seems  to 
have  been  much  more  deadly  in  some  counties.  This  epidemic  following 
the  epidemic  of  influenza  and  pneumonia  of  the  late  winter  months  was  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  very  high  infant  mortality  rates  in  Restigouche,  Gloucester 
and  Madawaska,  which  were  between  140  and  150  per  1,000  live  births.  Vic¬ 
toria,  Northumberland  and  Kent  had  rates  between  110  and  115.  Several 
other  counties  showed  but  very  slight  increases  in  the  infant  death  rates, 
while  Albert,  Charlotte,  Saint  John  and  Sunbury  all  had  rates  lower  than  in 
1936. 

Whether  it  was  pure  coincidence  or  not,  it  was  very  striking  that  this 
most  unusual  epidemic  of  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  occurred  at  the  same  time 
as  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  in  our  Province,  although  some  counties 
which  had  a  great  many  cases  of  enteritis  had  no  cases  of  infantile  paralysis. 

Infant  deaths  from  the  following  causes  were  fewer  in  number  than  in 
the  previous  year,  measles,  whooping  cough,  syphilis,  convulsions,  ear  and 
mastoid,  premature  birth  and  injury  at  birth. 

Maternal  Mortality. — Maternal  deaths  totalled  but  39  giving  a  rate 
per  1,000  live  births  of  3.7  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  New  Brunswick.  The 
lowest  previous  rate  was  4.6  in  1935,  while  that  of  1936  was  6.6.  Of  the  39 
deaths,  12  were  due  to  eclampsia  or  toxaemias,  7  each  to  septicaemia,  haemor¬ 
rhage  and  other  accidents  of  childbirth,  while  6  were  due  to  abortions. 

Venereal  Diseases. — On  page  54  of  the  Appendix  will  be  found  detailed 
figures  regarding  the  V.D.  Clinics,  11  in  number.  There  were  26  fewer  pat¬ 
ients  treated  but  383  more  treatment  visits.  Five  hundred  and  sixty-five 
(565)  new  patients  were  admitted  for  treatment  during  the  year.  Besides 
this  the  Department  furnished  to  private  physicians  for  the  benefit  of  patients 
who  were  unable  to  pay  for  treatment,  drugs  for  889  treatments,  an  increase 
in  this  of  129.  During  the  year  the  Department  of  Pensions  and  National 
Health  undertook  to  supply  the  provinces  with  all  arsenical  preparations 
needed  for  venereal  disease  treatments  in  our  clinics,  on  the  understanding 
that  the  provinces  would  not  lessen  their  expenditures  for  venereal  disease 
control.  This  will  therefore  allow  us  to  extend  this  service  to  the  extent  of 
the  amount  we  would  ordinarily  expend  on  arsenicals. 

Housing. — During  the  year  Dr.  Cameron  and  Dr.  Logan,  Medical 
Health  Officers  of  Sunbury  and  Queens,  carried  out  a  very  exhaustive  housing 
and  sanitary  survey  in  the  Minto  Coal  Mining  area  in  the  counties  mentioned. 
In  all  463  dwellings  both  privately  and  company  owned  were  carefully  ex¬ 
amined  and  a  great  deal  of  information  relating  to  housing  and  sanitary 
conditions  gathered,  all  of  which  has  been  incorporated  in  a  report  which  has 
been  submitted  to  you.

Vital  Statistics. — The  estimated  population  of  New  Brunswick  as  furn¬ 
ished  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  is: 

For  1937 — 440,000  (applicable  to  Tables  V  to  XXXII) 

For  1938 — 450,000  (applicable  to  Table  I  and  reports  of  sub-district 

Boards  of  Health). 

Estimates  of  the  population  of  counties,  cities  and  towns  will  be  found  at 
the  head  of  Tables  I  of  the  sub-district  Boards  in  Appendix  II. 

Records. — Indexing  and  binding  of  original  records  of  births,  marriages 
and  deaths  is  being  carried  on  as  described  last  year  and  is  proving  entirely 
satisfactory.  During  the  year  the  following  certificates  were  filed:  Births, 
11,229;  Marriages,  3,346;  Deaths,  4,860.  In  addition,  2,692  searches  for 
records  were  made. 

Under  the  regulation  providing  for  late  registration  of  births,  (those  not 
recorded  in  previous  years)  1,415  registrations  were  made  last  year.  This 
provision  for  late  registration  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  those  who  find 
themselves  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  civil  record  of  birth.  Correspondence 
concerning  the  records  totals  about  7,000  letters  a  year. 

Under  the  system  in  effect  since  1920  whereby  the  Dominion  Bureau 
of  Statistics  compiles  the  Tables  of  Vital  Statistics  of  all  the  provinces,  the 
completed  Tables  V  to  XXXII  covering  the  calendar  year  1937  are  included 
in  this  report  and  the  following  remarks  refer  to  those  Tables. 

Births. — Ten  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty  (10,580)  births  were 
registered,  or  only  67  more  than  in  1936,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  24.0  per  1,000 
population.  Five  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-two  (5,452)  males  and 
5,128  females  were  born.  There  were  97  sets  of  twins,  being  50  fewer  sets 
than  in  the  previous  year,  while  2  sets  of  triplets  made  their  advent.  Three 
hundred  and  eighty-one  (381)  of  the  births  were  children  born  out  of  wedlock, 
being  3.6%  of  all  births,  a  slightly  lower  percentage  than  since  1934.  There 
were  112  babies  born  to  mothers  who  were  non-residents  of  the  Province, 
mostly  in  hospitals  near  the  Maine  and  Quebec  borders. 

Twenty-three  per  cent.  (23%)  of  the  children  born  to  mothers  who  were 
residents  of  New  Brunswick  first  saw  the  light  of  day  in  institutions,  mostly 
hospitals.  That  hospitals  are  more  and  more  being  used  for  maternity 
purposes  is  evident  by  the  increasing  percentage  of  such  institutional  births 
each  year.  In  Saint  John  almost  84%  of  the  births  were  in  hospitals,  while 
in  Moncton  and  Fredericton  the  percentages  were  55  and  50  respectively. 

Almost  one-half  of  the  children  were  born  to  mothers  whose  racial  origin 
was  given  as  French,  while  almost  an  equal  number  were  born  to  mothers 
whose  racial  origin  indicated  that  their  ancestors  were  of  British  stock.  Only

673  mothers  were  of  other  racial  origins.  Gloucester  and  Madawaska  Count¬ 
ies  maintained  their  respective  positions  as  the  two  counties  with  the  highest 
birth  rates,  34.9  and  31.0  respectively,  while  Kings  held  its  place  with  the 
lowest,  15.0.  All  other  counties  except  Saint  John  and  Carleton  had  rates 
between  20  and  30. 

Six  births  were  recorded  wherein  the  age  of  the  mother  was  given  as  14 
years,  while  19  were  born  to  mothers  of  15  years.  In  two  instances  the  age 
of  the  mother  was  given  as  over  50.  The  youngest  fathers  were  17  years, 
there  being  five  of  these,  while  the  ages  of  25  fathers  were  given  as  65  and  over. 
Of  the  parents  9,036  mothers  and  8,616  fathers  were  natives  of  this  Province. 
Stillbirths  numbered  273. 

Marriages  numbered  3,671  or  274  more  than  in  1936 — rate  8.3.  This 
rate  is  higher  than  the  mean  rate  of  8.1  for  the  five  years  period  1920-24  and 
in  striking  contrast  to  the  low  mean  rate  of  6.4  for  1930-34,  the  worst  of  the 
depression  years.  Of  the  total  grooms  5.9%  were  illiterate  while  but  2.4%  of 
the  brides  were  so  classified.  The  percentage  of  illerates  among  New  Bruns¬ 
wick  born  grooms  was  6.7  and  among  the  native  brides  2.6. 

Deaths. — Five  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  (5,433)  deaths 
were  registered  as  occurring  in  1937  or  630  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  crude  death  rate  therefore  rose  from  11.1  to  12.3  which  is  the  highest 
since  the  period  1925-29.  There  were  337  more  deaths  among  males  than 
among  females. 

The  increase  in  the  death  rate  is  attributable  largely  to  the  two  epidemics 
that  year,  influenza  and  diarrhoea  and  enteritis.  Influenza  and  pneumonia 
combined  accounted  for  117  more  deaths,  while  enteritis  took  a  toll  of  348 
more  lives  than  in  1936.  There  were  also  smaller  increases  in  deaths  from 
violence,  tuberculosis  and  those  classed  as  due  to  ill  defined  causes. 

Forty-six  point  eight  per  cent.  (46.8%)  of  all  deaths  were  in  those  60 
years  or  over,  while  18.6%  were  in  the  age  group  70-79  years  and  14.9%, 
80  years  and  over.  Nineteen  point  seven  per  cent  (19.7%)  were  under  one 
year.  The  months  in  which  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred  were 
March  and  September  which  were  the  respective  peak  months  of  the  two 
epidemics  already  referred  to. 
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The  Six  Principal  Causes  of  Death 
New  Brunswick — 1937 


In  the  diagram  showing  the  six  principal  causes  of  death  the  relative 
position  of  the  first  four  remains  as  for  some  years  past,  while  diarrhoea  and 
enteritis  (under  two  years  of  age)  replaces  arterio-sclerosis  in  fifth  place  and 
the  latter  replaces  senility  as  the  6th  principal  cause  of  death. 

Cancer  was  given  as  the  cause  of  466  deaths,  7  more  than  last  year.  Since 
early  recognition  of  cancer  is  essential  in  order  that  early  and  adequate  treat¬ 
ment  may  be  provided,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  efforts  of  the  newly 
formed  Canadian  Society  for  the  Control  of  Cancer  may  be  productive  of 
widespread  good  in  the  education  of  the  public  respecting  this  disease. 

Deaths  due  to  violence  in  1937  totalled  284  or  74  more  than  in  the  prev¬ 
ious  year.  There  were  30  suicides,  an  increase  of  6,  and  of  these  17  were  males 
and  13  females.  Three  (3)  deaths  were  classified  as  homicides,  251  were 
classified  as  accidental  and  these  latter  included  34  drownings  (32  males  and 
2  females)  and  146  as  due  to  falls  or  crushing.  Burns  caused  22  deaths  of 
which  10  were  under  ten  years  of  age,  while  11  were  due  to  firearms.  Ex¬ 
cessive  cold  was  ascribed  as  the  cause  in  2  deaths  and  excessive  heat  in  3. 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  in  New  Brunswick  accounted  for  a  total  of  55 
deaths  in  the  calendar  year  1938  or  9  less  than  in  1937,  the  rate  being  12.4 
per  100,000  population.

In  addition,  2  deaths  of  non  residents  occured  in  the  Province  from 
accidents  which  took  place  in  Quebec. 

Westmorland  had  the  greatest  number  of  fatal  automobile  accidents- 
nine  (9),  of  which  3  were  in  Moncton  City;  Saint  John  City  also  had  3.  Other 
counties  had  from  1  to  7  deaths  with  the  exception  of  Sunbury  which  had  none. 
There  was  not  a  single  month  without  at  least  one  fatal  accident,  the  maximum 
(7)  occuring  in  July.  Eight  (8)  deaths  resulted  from  drowning  through  motor 
vehicles  going  through  the  ice,  5  in  one  accident  and  2  in  another.  Thirteen 
(13)  of  the  victims  of  automobile  accidents  were  children  under  fifteen  years 
of  age. 

Suggestions  as  to  the  best  means  of  prevention  of  motor  vehicle  accidents 
and  their  attendant  fatalities  are  legion  but  they  all  seem  to  resolve  them¬ 
selves  into  the  development  of  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  in  motorists, 
pedestrians  and  parents. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cooperation 
of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  the  compilation  of  vital  statistics 
from  this  and  other  provinces,  which  system  has  been  in  effect  since  1920. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  I  have  to  note  the  recent  death  of  Mr. 
W.  R.  Tracey,  Chief  of  the  Vital  Statistics  Branch  of  the  Dominion  Bureau. 
Since  the  inception  of  this  service  Mr.  Tracey  had  held  a  very  high  place  in 
the  estimation  of  those  engaged  in  this  branch  of  public  health  and  had  al¬ 
ways  been  most  obliging  and  helpful  not  only  in  connection  with  his  official 
position  but  also  in  the  Vital  Statistics  Section  of  the  Canadian  Public  Health 
Association  in  which  he  took  a  very  active  interest. 
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Finances. — The  net  cost  of  the  Department  of  Health  for  1938  exclusive 
of  the  amounts  spent  in  connection  with  the  Labour  Division  and  the  grants 
to  general  hospitals,  was  $1  16,842.76  which  represents  26.5  cents  per  head  of 
population.  This  was  about  $5,000  more  than  last  year.  In  addition,  the 
sixteen  sub-district  Boards  of  Health  spent  from  municipal  funds  a  total  of 
$58,665.88  being  13.3  cents  per  capita.  The  net  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
various  provincial  health  services  including  the  Department  of  Health, 
($1 16,842.76) ;  General  Hospital  Grants,  ($20,288.00) ;  Tuberculosis  Treatment 
($159,303.17);  Provincial  Mental  Hospital,  ($89,471.78)  totalled  $385,905.71 
or  87.7  cents  per  head  of  population.  This  total  for  health  services  was 
$23,900.00  more  than  in  1937. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  commend  the  various  Medical  Health  Officers, 
upon  whom  depends  the  success  or  failure  of  any  health  programme,  for  the 
very  efficient  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  arduous  duties.  It 
is  also  a  pleasure  to  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  faithful  services, 
cheerfully  given,  by  all  the  members  of  our  staff.  I  also  appreciate  the  re¬ 
lationships  which  have  existed  between  the  Department  and  the  various 
Boards  of  Health  and  their  officials,  who  have  contributed  in  no  small  measure 
to  whatever  success  has  been  achieved. 

To  the  Hon.  Dr.  McNair,  who  for  months  was  Acting  Minister  of  Health 
and  to  yourself,  Sir,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  consider¬ 
ation  which  has  been  shown  and  to  assure  you  that  the  Department  is  ready 
at  all  times  to  carry  out  your  wishes.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  Annual  Report  for  transmission  to  the 
Hon.  the  Minister  of  Health,  for  the  year  1937-38. 

R.  A.  H.  MACKEEN,  M.D., 

Director  of  Laboratories . 

The  evidence  of  the  past  year’s  activities  in  the  Bureau  of  Laboratories  may  be  found  by 
referring  to  the  various  tables  appended  but  figures  alone  fail  to  give  a  true  picture.  The  total 
number  of  specimens  examined,  52,548,  shows  an  increase  once  more  over  the  previous  year 
but  at  not  such  an  accelerated  rate.  The  work  arising  from  the  private  and  public  services 
of  the  General  Hospital  shows  a  slight  decrease;  also  there  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  work  done 
for  the  Saint  John  Tuberculosis  Hospital  and  the  V.D.  Clinics;  from  all  other  sources  there  is 
an  increase. 

In  view  of  the  steady  increase  in  the  volume  of  work  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  change  in 
the  percentage  of  work  originating  in  the  hospital  and  that  from  outside  sources.  In  my  first 
report  five  years  ago  the  percentage  from  outside  points  was  31  while  for  the  present  year  it  is 
40.  This  means  that  the  services  are  becoming  increasingly  provincial  in  character. 

With  the  modernization  of  the  Provincial  Hospital  and  the  constant  need  for  chemical 
analyses  of  the  blood  in  their  insulin  shock  therapy  and  other  more  recent  developments,  the 
total  volume  received  from  that  institution  has  risen  since  1934  by  230%.  At  this  institution  in 
1934  there  were  three  autopsies  performed,  5  blood  chemistry,  18  tissue  examinations,  15  sputum 
examinations;  during  the  past  year  these  figures  are  respectively  23,  157,  147  and  78,  as  well  as 
increases  in  all  other  types  of  analyses. 

It  is  significant  that  with  the  increased  attention  paid  by  the  public  and  the  press  to  venereal 
disease,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  blood  Wassermann  and  Kahn  tests  performed;  in 
1934  the  figure  was  13,235,  while  in  1938  it  is  19,468  or  an  increase  of  47%.  The  value  of  blood 
transfusion  as  a  therapeutic  measure  has  become  more  generally  recognized  which  has  brought 
a  corresponding  addition  in  blood  groupings  and  matchings  performed,  these  in  1934  were  209; 
in  1938,  690.  These  tests  are  needed  at  all  times  of  the  day  and  night  and  require  sound 
technical  ability.  Water  analyses  continue  to  increase,  in  1934  there  were  318,  during  the  past 
year  1384. 

New  methods  of  treatment  usually  call  for  further  extension  of  laboratory  services  and  this 
is  well  seen  in  the  treatment  of  pneumonia  with  antiserum  which  necessitates  the  typing  of  the 
pneumococcus  concerned.  As  this  treatment  shows  its  best  results  when  given  early,  the  typing 
service  started  this  year  is  limited  in  the  territory  which  it  serves,  but  technicians  from  outside 
points  have  been  given  training  in  this  kind  of  work  and  the  typing  serum  is  supplied  to  approved 
laboratories  throughout  the  province. 

Two  pieces  of  apparatus  were  procured  during  the  year,  namely  an  autotechnicon  which 
carries  the  tissues  through  various  fixatives  automatically  and  makes  it  possible  to  use  the  night 
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hours  for  fixation  which  in  turn  shortens  the  time  taken  to  carry  a  tissue  through  for  diagnosis. 
The  second  piece  of  apparatus  is  a  mechanical  pipetter  which  delivers  measured  amounts  of 
fluid  with  regularity  and  precision  and  eliminates  human  error  due  to  fatigue,  an  important 
point  when  large  numbers  of  Wassermann  and  Kahn  tests  are  being  performed.  It  is  necessary 
to  advance  with  the  times,  technically,  in  our  laboratories  just  as  much  as  in  the  operating 
room  or  commercial  laboratory. 

Once  more  revenues  are  increased  and  although  it  must  be  stressed  that  it  is  not  the  primary 
duty  of  the  laboratories  to  produce  revenue,  yet  it  is  helpful  to  find  that  they  do.  It  may  be 
noted  that  for  the  first  time  revenues  from  the  private  services  of  the  General  Hospital  have 
exceeded  $5, 000.00,  the  point  at  which  the  surplus  is  by  terms  of  contract  divided  equally  with 
the  Hospital. 

In  Table  III  will  be  found  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Serum  Depots.  Recognition  of 
the  usefulness  of  scarlet  fever  toxin  in  the  immunization  of  children  and  susceptible  adults  is 
shown  by  the  steady  increase  in  the  amount  used.  As  time  goes  on  it  is  probable  that  this 
amount  will  be  greatly  augmented.  The  number  of  persons  receiving  Insulin  now  stands  at 
143  as  against  100  five  years  ago.  Besides  using  these  biologicals  the  serum  depot  sends  out 
various  diagnostic  outfits  such  as  throat  culture  tubes,  Wassermann  tubes,  water  bottles,  etcetera. 
When  it  is  realized  that  approximately  8,000  of  these  various  items  were  forwarded  from  the 
Saint  John  office  this  year  it  will  be  seen  that  this  in  itself  occupies  one  person’s  time. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  staff  changes,  but  one  of  the  personnel  was  loaned  to  the 
Moncton  Hospital  to  relieve  their  regular  technician,  while  on  another  occasion  one  of  our  student 
technicians  helped  the  Victoria  Public  Hospital  in  the  same  way.  Special  courses  have  been 
given  to  technicians  from  Fredericton,  Woodstock  and  St.  Stephen,  these  have  been  given  gratis 
as  it  is  felt  that  any  time  spent  in  this  way  which  may  further  the  cause  of  public  health  is  well 
spent.  During  the  year  Miss  Fewings,  one  of  the  technicians,  passed  the  examinations  of  the 
Canadian  Society  of  Laboratory  Technicians  and  obtained  certification  as  a  Medical  Tech¬ 
nologist.  One  of  the  student  technicians,  Miss  Russell,  passed  the  examinations  of  the  American 
Society  of  Clinical  Pathologists  and  obtained  similar  certification.  Although  the  work  has 
increased  by  some  23%  since  1934  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  as  yet  to  add  to  the  staff. 
It  is  the  view  of  the  Director  that  salaries  should  be  increased  from  year  to  year  as  the  loss  of 
a  technician  with  several  years’  experience  is  difficult  to  assay  in  the  efficiency  of  the  laboratory 
as  a  whole.  The  standard  of  work  done  by  the  technical  staff  will  stand  comparison  with  any 
in  Canada  and  the  Department  is  fortunate  in  the  type  of  worker  who  has  entered  the  service. 

Your  Director  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Canadian  Public  Health  Association  and  the 
Canadian  Medical  Association  in  June  at  Halifax.  At  the  former  he  read  a  paper  prepared 
in  collaboration  with  Miss  Rheta  Wilson,  R.N.,  on  Immunization  of  Nurses  against  Scarlet 
Fever.  Attendance  at  such  meetings  is  always  helpful  and  leads  to  the  introduction  of  modern 
approved  methods  in  technique. 

May  I  extend  to  you,  Sir,  my  thanks  for  your  advice  and  counsel  throughout  the  year.

Another  year  has  rolled  around  and  my  official  report  comes  dues.  The  work  I  performed 
in  the  Inspection  of  Schools,  connected  with  my  duties  as  District  Medical  Health  Officer  kept 
me  busy  all  of  the  time.  But  with  the  co-operation  and  the  understanding  of  the  officials  in 
my  district,  I  obtained  good  results. 

Notifiable  Diseases: 

Diphtheria. — A  few  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  my  area,  and  of  these  none  had  been 
before  inoculated  with  toxoid.  On  all  occasions  I  concentrate  my  efforts  against  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever  and  typhoid  by  educating  the  people,  immunization  and  the  rigid  enforcement  of 
quarantine. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Two  small  outbreaks  of  typhoid  happened  in  my  district  during  the  year 
just  closed.  One  was  due  to  contaminated  water  and  two  carriers  were  the  cause  of  the  other. 
I  had  samples  of  the  water  sent  to  the  laboratory  and  a  Widal  Test  made  on  all  cases  and  sus¬ 
pects. 

I  have  tried  to  impress  on  those  concerned  that  when  a  case  occurs,  anti-typhoid  injec¬ 
tions  should  be  given  to  all  contacts.  When  I  found  impure  water  coming  from  dug  wells  I 
ordered  them  to  be  closed  and  new  wells  bored  in  a  better  locality.

On  account  of  Dr.  Loggie’s  illness  I  was  called  to  replace  him  for  his  third  toxoid  inoculation 
clinic  in  the  County  of  Northumberland. 

A  number  of  cases  of  venereal  disease  have  been  reported  in  my  area  and  I  succeeded  in 
having  the  patients  come  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 

Improvement  is  positively  being  shown  each  year  in  Madawaska  and  I  trust  it  may  continue 
in  future.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

All  the  schools  in  my  area  were  inspected  during  the  past  year  except  those  which  were 
closed. 

I  visited  about  5,524  pupils  in  Madawaska  and  vaccinated  about  846.  I  held  a  clinic  in 
Edmundston  before  the  opening  of  classes  so  that  no  children  would  be  enrolled  without  having 
first  been  vaccinated. 

1  always  examine  each  school  for  its  ventilation,  cleanliness,  and  toilet  facilities.  Besides, 
I  can  judge  by  the  numerous  calls  I  get  from  School  Boards  and  Teachers  that  they  all  prefer 
taking  early  measures  to  prevent  their  children  from  being  contaminated.  This  is  certainly 
an  additional  stimulus  to  my  efforts  of  checking  any  disease  at  once. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Cyr  gave  one  clinic  in  Baker  Brook  for  the  removing  of  tonsils  and 
adenoids  when  a  number  of  children  were  operated  upon  with  success.  Many  in  general  were 
operated  upon  in  this  County. 

I  was  glad  to  help  visiting  schools  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  Quentin,  Grimmer  and  Eldon  of 
Restigouche  County.  In  the  Parish  of  Eldon  only  two  schools  were  not  examined  by  me. 

I  also  assisted  Dr.  Paulin  in  visiting  the  schools  of  Beresford  Parish  in  Gloucester  County 
and  I  shudder  to  think  what  a  large  number  of  uncorrected  defects  might  exist  in  our  school 
population  if  there  was  no  such  thing  as  medical  inspection  of  schools. 

For  the  good  counsel  I  have  received  from  yourself,  Sir,  I  wish  to  thank  you  and  I  also 
express  my  gratitude  for  co-operation  to  teachers,  nurse,  parents  and  school  boards.

Notifiable  Diseases: 

Typhoid  and  P aratyphoid .—There  were  eight  cases  of  typhoid,  one  case  of  paratyphoid  A 
and  one  case  of  paratyphoid  B  reported  during  the  year. 

Three  cases  of  typhoid  occurred  in  one  family,  and  on  investigation  we  found  that  the 
water  used  by  this  family  was  taken  from  a  drilled  well  located  less  than  thirty  feet  from  the  dis¬ 
tributing  tiles  of  a  septic  tank  used  by  the  family  next  door.  Bacteriological  analysis  of  this 
water  showed  the  presence  of  organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group  in  0. 1  c.c.  portions.  A  carrier 
was  suspected  in  the  neighboring  house  but  this  was  not  proven,  however  this  was  probably  the 
explanation  of  the  infection. 

The  remaining  cases  were  scattered  throughout  the  Couni  y  and  the  sources  of  infection 
could  not  be  ascertained.  In  all  cases  the  family  contacts  were  given  prophylactic  inoculations. 

Both  caes  of  paratyphoid  occurred  in  the  Town  of  Campbellton.  The  case  of  paratyphoid 
A,  however,  had  spent  the  previous  three  weeks  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  apparently 
acquired  the  infection  there.  Incidentally,  this  was  the  first  case  of  paratyphoid  A  to  be  reported 
in  this  Province. 

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  was  very  prevalent  during  the  summer  in  the  Town  of  Camp- 
of  Campbellton  and  a  total  of  forty  cases  were  reported.  Six  other  cases  were  repo  ted  in  rural 
pa  ts  of  the  County,  one  of  which  occurred  in  a  boys’  summer  camp.  Streptococcal  throats 
were  very  prevalent  during  the  entire  summer,  wffiich  contributed  to  our  difficulties  in  controlling 
the  spread  of  scarlet  fever.  In  Campbellton  the  first  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  early  in 
May  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  on  May  24th  we  cancelled  the  license  of  a  milk  producer 
who  was  supplying  milk  from  a  herd  badly  infected  with  mastitis;  we  are  not  contending  that  the 
two  events  were  necessarily  related. 

Diphtheria. — Six  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  and  one  terminated  fatally.  All  but 
one  of  these  cases  occurred  in  rural  districts  and  none  had  been  previously  immunized.  During 
the  previous  year  five  cases  and  one  death  occurred. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — We  were  not  so  fortunate  this  year  in  escaping  this  disease,  which 
last  year  appeared  in  practically  every  other  county  in  the  Province.  In  all  twelve  cases  were 
reported,  the  first  occurring  in  the  latter  part  of  July,  the  last  in  the  first  week  of  October. 
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These  cases  were  widely  scattered  and  every  parish  was  involved.  Except  in  the  Towns 
of  Campbellton  and  Dalhousie  with  two  cases  each,  not  more  than  one  case  occurred  in  each 
locality  affected.  I  hus  eight  of  the  cases  occurred  in  rural  districts. 

It  is  difficult  to  explain  why  cases  did  not  occur  the  previous  year  with  the  disease  so  preva¬ 
lent  in  other  parts  of  the  Province.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  the  autumn  and  winter  of  1937 
the  physicians  in  this  County  saw  a  fair  number  of  what  might  be  interpreted  as  abortive  and 
preparalytic  cases  of  the  disease  yet  no  cases  of  paralysis  were  seen.  Now  strangely  enough 
this  autumn  we  could  find  no  evidence  of  obscure  illnesses  which  might  be  interpreted  as  abortive 

cases. 

We  were  all  impressed  by  the  severity  of  the  illness  of  the  cases,  nine  of  which  showed  marked 
paralysis  and  two  terminated  fatally.  The  fatal  cases  were  both  adults,  one  20  years  of  age, 
he  other  27  years  of  age.  The  former  was  a  woman  who  was  delivered  of  a  living  child  a  few 
days  after  the  onset  of  the  illness  then  bilateral  bronchopneumonia  set  in.  The  other  case  de¬ 
veloped  paralysis  of  all  extremities  which  finally  involved  the  respiratory  center. 

One  other  case  suffered  paralysis  of  all  extremities  and  is  now  slowing  recovering,  while 
still  another  had  complete  paralysis  of  both  legs  and  as  yet  shows  very  little  evidence  of  any 
recovery.  Spinal  fluid  examination  was  done  on  ten  of  the  cases. 

The  standard  arm  and  leg  splints  which  have  been  stocked  by  the  Department  have  proven 
a  great  help  to  us  in  giving  proper  treatment  to  the  cases  which  were  not  hospitalized. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics  were  held  during  the  year  and  a  total  of  1,005  received  the 
three  inoculations,  367  of  whom  were  pre-school  and  638  school  children. 

Water  Supplies. — Vigorous  attempts  were  made  to  convince  the  authorities  in  the  Towns  of 
Dalhousie  and  Campbellton  of  the  necessity  and  duty  of  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  supply 
a  safe  water  to  their  respective  citizens.  Both  Towns  obtain  their  water  from  brooks  and  lakes 
which  are  always  open  to  the  dangers  of  pollution. 

As  a  result  the  Town  of  Dalhousie  installed  two  chlorinating  units  to  treat  their  entire  supply. 
These  units  were  of  the  hypochlorinator  type  and  are  now  functioning  very  well.  The  efficiency 
of  chlorination  in  the  sterilizaticn  of  a  water  is  well  demonstrated  in  this  instance.  Here  was 
a  water  which  previous  to  chlorination  showed  on  repeated  bacteriological  examinations  the 
presence  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group  in  over  50%  of  the  portions,  and  since  chlorination  has  been 
instituted  not  one  portion  has  shown  the  presence  of  this  group  of  organisms.  Moreover,  ab¬ 
solutely  no  complaints  were  heard  about  unpleasant  tastes  and  in  fact  the  units  were  functioning 
for  some  weeks  before  many  of  the  residents  were  aware  of  the  installation. 

In  the  case  of  Campbellton’s  water  supply,  the  situation  remains  somewhat  different.  De¬ 
spite  the  fact  that  we  have  shown  by  sanitary  surveys  and  by  bacteriological  tests  taken  over 
a  period  of  years,  that  this  supply  is  potentially  dangerous;  despite  the  fact  that  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  no  longer  consider  this  water  a  safe  one  and  have  discontinued  its  use  for 
drinking  and  culinary  purposes  on  their  trains,  and  have  placarded  the  water  taps  in  the  station 
to  that  effect;  and  despite  the  fact  that  the  Federal  Department  of  Pensions  and  National  Health 
have  removed  Campbellton  from  the  list  of  approved  safe  water  sources,  yet  certain  members 
of  the  Town  Council  still  remain  unconvinced  of  the  necessity  of  treating  this  supply. 

Milk  Supplies. — In  Dalhousie  a  Food  Inspector  was  appointed  by  the  Town  to  work  under 
our  supervision.  As  a  result,  periodic  inspections  are  carried  out  as  well  as  monthly  sediment 
tests.  Since  the  introduction  of  sediment  tests  a  great  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the 
milk  has  been  noted. 

In  Campbellton  considerable  progress  was  also  made,  and  several  new  regulations  for  the 
handling  of  milk  and  quite  complete  regulations  for  the  control  of  pasteurization  and  pasteurizing 
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plants,  were  introduced.  We  were  requested  by  the  Town  Council  to  introduce  a  by-law  to 
provide  for  the  compulsory  pasteurization  of  all  milk  sold  in  the  Town  and  we  are  now  working 
on  this. 

The  Food  Inspector  in  Campbellton  is  a  qualified  veterinary  surgeon  and  conducts  periodic 
inspections  and  sediment  tests. 

We  feel  that  the  addition  of  Regulations  pertaining  to  the  control  of  pasteurization  and 
pasteurzing  plants  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  any  Board  contemplating  a  pasteurization 
by-law. 

Sanitation. — A  sanitary  survey  was  made  in  the  Town  of  Dalhousie  and  as  a  result  nearly 
forty  houses  were  found  unconnected  to  the  sewers.  The  owners  of  these  houses  were  notified 
that  such  connections  must  be  made  and  most  have  now  complied  with  the  notification

In  addition  23  residents  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  were  diagnosed  as  having  tuberculosis. 
Other  details  are  as  follows: 


X-ray  Examinations. — Of  743  new  patients  examined  25%  were  x-rayed,  and  out  of  the 
total  of  1,030  examinations  conducted  during  the  year,  345  or  34%  were  supplemented  by  an 
X-ray. 

Classification  of  the  Disease. — In  the  new  cases  42%  were  far  advanced;  20%  were  moderately 
advanced;  38'  had  minimal  disease. 

Treatment. — Of  64  active  cases  found,  a  total  of  16  were  admitted  to  a  sanatorium,  the 
remainder  undergoing  treatment  at  home. 

Altogether  there  are  105  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  this  County  that  are  known  to 
us.  Moreover  we  found  that  at  least  28%  of  these  known  cases  have  a  positive  sputum  and  are 
consequently  in  a  highly  infectious  state.  We  also  found  that  97  young  people  under  20  years 
of  age — the  great  majority  being  children — were  living  in  the  same  homes  with  these  highly 
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infectious  cases,  at  some  time  during  the  year.  Most  of  these  cases  occurred  in  very  poor  families, 
with  a  large  number  of  children,  living  in  small,  restricted  quarters  an  ideal  setting  for  the 
infection  of  entire  families. 

If  these  facts  and  figures  are  any  indication  of  the  tuberculosis  problem  in  the  Province  as 
a  whole,  and  I  believe  they  are,  the  enormity  of  the  problem  is  very  obvious,  and  unless  greater 
facilities  are  provided  for  the  hospitalization,  treatment  and  isolation  of  these  cases,  then  control 
of  this  disease  still  remains  far  in  the  future. 

During  the  year  fortnightly  chest  clinics  in  the  Town  of  Campbellton  and  monthly  clinics 
in  the  Town  of  Dalhousie  were  established.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

During  the  year  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  was  carried  on  only  when  matters  of  a  more 
important  nature  did  not  occupy  my  time.  Consequently  not  all  of  the  schools  were  visited, 
but  a  total  of  2,939  children  were  hastily  examined,  and  a  total  of  152  vaccinated  against  small¬ 
pox. 

Schools  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  Quentin,  Grimmer,  and  Eldon  were  visited  by  Dr.  J.  P.  Richard; 
1,070  children  were  examined  in  these  schools  and  200  vaccinated. 

Complete  chest  examinations  were  given  to  103  students  of  the  Campbellton  High  School 
including  all  members  of  the  graduating  class.  Of  these,  10  gave  a  history  of  contact  with  tuber¬ 
culosis;  12  had  respiratory  diseases  of  a  non-tuberculous  nature  and  81  were  apparently  normal. 

At  the  request  of  the  school  authorities  in  the  Village  of  St.  Quentin,  35  pupils  were  given 
complete  chest  examinations.  Of  these  10  were  known  contacts  with  tuberculosis. 

In  September  we  assisted  in  the  organization  and  conducting  of  a  Junior  Red  Cross  ortho¬ 
paedic  clinic  for  the  crippled  children  of  this  County  held  in  the  Town  of  Campbellton.  A  total 
ol  58  cripples  were  examined  and  a  classification  of  the  deformities  found,  which  may  be  of 
interest,  was  as  follows:

Some  25  of  these  children  are  in  need  of  immediate  treatment.  Several  have  already  been 
attended  to  and  it  is  hoped  that  sufficient  funds  will  be  forthcoming  to  take  care  of  the  remainder. 

Miss  Catherine  MacLean,  Director  of  the  New  Brunswick  Division  of  the  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Society,  cannot  be  too  highly  commended  for  her  splendid  direction  of  this  work  and  we 
are  also  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  E.  W.  Ewart,  orthopaedic  surgeon  of  Moncton,  who  acted  as 
orthopaedic  constultant. 

During  the  past  month  we  have  been  co-operating  with  Mr.  J.  W.  Gillespie,  field  worker 
for  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  with  the  object  of  supplying  treatment  to 
needy  children  with  defective  eyes.  We  now  expect  that  at  least  75  cases  will  be  attended  to 
in  the  next  few  months.  In  the  past  too  little  has  been  done  in  this  phase  of  Preventive  Medicine 
in  this  Province — a  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  teeth  and  tonsils  but  visual  defects 
which  I  feel  are  much  more  important,  have  been  neglected.  For  example,  we  all  know  that 
cases  of  squint  must  be  early  and  properly  treated  if  progressive  defects  and  even  blindness 
are  to  be  prevented,  yet  we  see  children  in  every  school  who  have  a  squint  long  past  the  stage 
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where  it  can  be  properly  corrected,  as  the  squinting  eye  has  lost  most  if  not  all  of  its  visual  fun- 
tion.  As  to  the  prevalence  of  strabismus,  our  figures  for  the  past  few  years  indicate  that  it 
accounts  for  about  20%  of  all  visual  defects.  This  means  that  every  year  in  this  Province  be¬ 
tween  300  and  400  children  with  strabismus  are  seen  and  in  my  experience  only  a  very  few  of 
these  receive  any  medical  treatment.  Consequently  it  is  very  pleasing  to  note  the  interest 
of  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  this  problem — an  organization  which  has 
the  task  of  caring  for  many  of  the  final  results  of  non-prevention. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  our  very  capable  Secretary,  Mr.  R.  J.  Miller,  for  his 
valuable  assistance  and  excellent  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

To  you,  Sir,  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  much  helpful  advice  and  to  the  physicians 
of  this  County  my  deep  appreciation  of  their  very  fine  co-operation.

Notifiable  Diseases: 

Diphtheria. — Last  year  we  had  21  cases  with  3  deaths.  This  year  we  have  19  cases  with  7 
deaths.  A  full  investigation  was  made  in  every  case  and  it  was  found  that  all  of  the  above 
cases  had  not  been  immunized  although  the  parents  had  full  opportunity  to  have  their  children 
protected,  as  clinics  had  been  held  recently  in  their  respective  districts. 

The  distribution  of  cases  was  as  follows:  Lower  Caraquet,  1  case,  1  death;  Lameque,  2 
cases,  1  death;  Bathurst  Parish  and  Town,  16  cases,  5  deaths. 

As  in  1937  the  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the  Bathurst  district.  We  have  not  been 
getting,  at  the  clinics  organized  there,  the  percentage  of  pre-school  children  we  should,  though 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  have  this  group  inoculated. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Last  year  we  had  20  cases  of  typhoid  fever  with  3  deaths;  this  year  there 
wqre  15  cases  with  no  deaths.  There  were  sporadic  cases  with  no  special  area  of  distribution 
except  that  Duguayville  had  2  cases  again  this  year.  As  we  have  cases  there  nearly  every  year 
it  was  decided  to  hold  an  immunization  clinic  in  that  district,  and  104  persons  received  the 
complete  inoculation  of  T.A.B.  vaccine.  The  clinic  was  not  as  well  attended  as  it  should  have 
been,  but  we  hope  that  some  benefit  will  derive  from  it;  we  expect  to  have  as  gratifying  results 
as  we  had  at  St.  Leolin  and  Rang  St.  George,  where  similar  clinics  have  been  held  in  the  past 
and  where  no  cases  have  been  declared  since.  All  the  above  cases  were  thoroughly  investigated 
and  all  contacts  inoculated. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  disease  has  made  its  appearance  this  year  and  we  have  to  report  51 
cases  with  no  deaths.  Twenty  cases  were  scattered  all  over  the  County  and  there  was  a  local 
epidemic  at  the  Tracadie  Convent  School,  where  31  cases  occurred  among  the  boarders,  but  none 
among  the  day  students.  This  caused  a  great  inconvenience,  as  the  duration  of  the  quarantine 
prevented  the  day  students  from  attending  school  for  a  rather  long  period.  As  there  were  possibilities 
of  having  the  same  trouble  this  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  still  scattered  cases  all  over 
the  County,  at  the  opening  of  the  school  term  we  organized  an  immunization  clinic  and  172 
received  active  immunization.  This  was  requested  also  at  the  Caraquet  Convent  School  and 
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161  were  immunized  there.  In  both  institutions  all  boarders  and  day  students  were  immunized. 
Only  4  students  showed  a  very  small  reaction.  So  far  in  both  institutions  no  cases  have  occurred 
and  the  result  is  gratifying. 

Diphtheria  Immunization. — As  all  my  district  has  been  covered,  clinics  were  organized  this 
year  only  where  cases  had  occurred  last  year;  special  attention  was  given  to  the  new  settlers’ 
districts  in  Allardville  and  Robertville  and  clinics  were  organized  at  the  8  schools  of  these  dis¬ 
tricts.  The  remaining  clinics  were  held  in  Bathurst  Town  district.

Water  Supplies. — We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Town  of  Bathurst  has  installed  a  chlorina¬ 
tion  plant  for  its  water  system.  This  will  solve  a  problem  which  has  caused  us  worry  for  the 
past  20  years.  I  am  very  grateful  for  the  help  given  by  the  local  Rotary  Club  which  assisted 
considerably  in  the  education  campaign  necessary  to  bring  about  this  result. 

TUBERCULOSIS  DIAGNOSTIC  SERVICE 

My  work  as  Tuberculosis  Diagnostician  also  includes  the  Health  District  of  Madawaska.

Gloucester  and  Madawaska  Counties,  exclusive  of  surveys,  showing  number  of  active  cases  of 
tuberculosis  found  and  reported  to  Boards  of  Health:

The  new  Tuberculosis  Nursing  Service  inaugurated  last  year  for  the  Parish  of  Saumarez 
was  again  continued  for  the  summer  months  and  extended  to  two  other  parishes — Inkerman  and 
Shippegan,  the  parishes  and  the  Department  each  paying  half  the  cost.  Nine  monthly  clinics 
were  organized  and  a  total  of  722  patients  were  thus  examined.  A  total  of  72  cases  were  found; 
37  patients  were  ordered  to  bed,  21  of  these  should  have  been  sent  to  the  Sanatorium  but  only 
two  could  be  admitted. 

The  nurse  had  7  patients  under  supervision  from  last  year  and  37  this  year,  a  total  of  44. 
These  patients  were  visited  regularly;  8  patients  were  ordered  up  for  a  few  hours  a  day  after  a 
minimum  stay  of  3  months  in  bed. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  service  will  be  continued  and  extended  to  other  parishes.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  have  inspected  all  the  schools  of  Gloucester  County  except  those  of  the  Parish  of  Beresford 
which  was  inspected  by  Dr.  J.  P.  Richard.  There  were  122  schools  with  a  total  of  183  depart¬ 
ments  and  an  enrolment  of  7,310  pupils;  6,244  were  present  and  examined.  I  vaccinated  one 
thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  (1,333).  There  were  two  schools  closed. 

Dr.  Richard’s  inspections  covered  25  schools,  totalling  35  departments  and  an  enrolment 
of  1,434;  399  vaccinations  were  also  done  by  Dr.  Richard. 

I  helped  to  organize  two  Tonsil  Clinics,  one  in  Inkerman  and  the  other  at  Petit  Rocher; 
32  were  operated  upon  at  Inkerman  and  28  at  Petit  Rocher. 

My  remarks  for  1936-37  respecting  the  poor  physical  condition  of  rural  school  properties 
in  Gloucester  County  and  the  natural  detrimental  effect  on  the  pupils  from  a  moral,  educational 
and  health  standpoint  still  stand.  I  have  endeavoured  at  every  occasion  to  point  out  to  every¬ 
one  concerned  that  something  should  be  done.  I  have  encouraged  the  teachers  to  hold  socials 
in  their  schools,  so  as  to  show  the  parents  the  dilapidated  rooms  where  our  younger  generation 
has  to  spend  most  of  their  lives,  and  also  to  provide  funds  to  ameliorate  the  existing  conditions. 
A  general  campaign  should  be  undertaken  and  should  be  sponsored  by  the  Departments 
concerned.  Prizes  should  be  awarded  in  each  parish  for  the  school  which  shows  the  most 
improvement. 

To  you,  Sir,  I  extend  sincere  thanks  for  advice  and  help  and  also  to  the  other  members  of 
the  staff  who  are  most  co-operative.

This  has  been  my  first  complete  year  as  Medical  Health  Officer  for  the  County  of  Northum¬ 
berland. 

It  has  been  rather  difficult  due  to  the  spotty  appearance  and  reappearance  of  scarlet  fever. 
Notifiable  Diseases: 

A  marked  increase  in  these  occurred  during  the  year  under  review,  especially  scarlet  fever 
and  mumps. 

Diphtheria. — Seven  cases  were  reported  with  four  deaths.  These  cases  were  widely  separated 
and  no  evidence  of  contact  was  discovered.  Two  carriers  were  found,  one  only  temporary 
which  necessitated  about  two  weeks  extra  quarantine,  a  sister  of  a  case.  In  the  second  case 
the  carrier  was  the  cause  of  the  disease  and  after  a  prolonged  quarantine  with  treatment,  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  the  removal  of  very  bad  tonsils.  Immediately  the  throat  cleared  up  and 
quarantine  was  released.  Another  unusual  feature  of  this  disease  was  the  occurrence  of  a  case 
in  a  baby  29  days  old.  Cultures  from  nose  and  throat  were  reported  positive  by  the  Laboratories. 
This  child  died. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — One  case  was  reported.  This  case  was  about  four  days  old  and  had 
a  definite  paralysis  before  coming  to  the  notice  of  any  medical  man.  On  admission  to  hospital 
serum  was  used  as  it  was  felt  the  paralysis  was  rapidly  increasing.  The  patient  recovered 
and  also  recovered  from  some  of  the  paralysis.  What  would  have  been  the  outcome  if  serum 
had  not  been  used  in  the  face  of  a  spreading  paralysis  is  a  question. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  more  prevalent  this  year.  Especially  does  this  refer  to  the  Village  of 
Blackville  and  to  Chatham  Town.  In  both  of  these  places  early  unreported  missed  cases  had 
occurred  and  soon  after  there  were  others.  The  spread  was  well  established  of  a  mild  form  of 
the  disease  before  your  officials  had  a  chance  to  know  of  it.  In  Blackville  in  all  were  38  cases 
with  no  deaths.  In  Chatham  32  cases  with  1  death.  I  was  called  to  Barryville  rural  settlement 
in  August  and  quarantined  two  houses  where  the  disease  had  involved  practically  the  whole  of 
two  families  (11  cases).  However,  after  action  was  taken  no  further  cases  occured.  Milk 
specimens  were  sent  in  in  the  case  of  Chatham  to  clear  the  milk  supplies  and  were  reported 
negative. 

Mumps. — An  outbreak  of  mumps  occurred  in  the  Town  of  Newcastle.  I  asked  the  nurse 
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to  carefully  check  up  and  let  me  know  how  many  cases  occurred  altogether.  The  number  in 
the  report  shows  200.  That  is  all  the  cases  reported,  but  it  undoubtedly  does  not  mean  that 
we  did  not  have  other  mumps  cases  elsewhere.  It  is  practically  certain  that  we  did,  but  these 
were  not  reported  by  the  responsible  parties,  very  often  the  parents,  as  we  know  the  doctor  is 
often  not  called  in  case  of  mumps. 

Better  reporting  of  these  less  important  diseases  by  parents  and  teachers  seems  very  desirable. 

Typhoid. — Fourteen  cases  were  reported  as  against  6  in  1937.  There  were  2  deaths.  They 
were  widely  separated  and  in  no  case  except  Rogersville  was  there  any  positive  connection 
established  between  cases.  In  Rogersville  we  had  4  cases  but  fortunately  no  deaths,  all  in  one 
family.  A  report  showed  that  the  water  was  not  good  and  inquiry  revealed  that  the  neighboring 
family  had  an  illness  somewhat  the  same.  Inquiry  in  this  family  showed  that  eight  of  the 
children  had  had  an  illness  diagonosed  as  ’flu,  but  to  me  it  seemed  like  typhoid.  The  water 
here  also  was  bad.  The  water  in  both  families  was  ordered  boiled  and  later  it  was  limed  in  both 
cases.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  when  the  well  of  the  second  family  was  limed  that  is,  where 
the  eight  suspicious  cases  bad  appeared  the  next  day  the  water  at  the  other  house  became  milky. 
Both  wells  were  dealt  with  and  orders  given  to  continue  boiling  the  water. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  Ludlow  Parish  due  to  improper  water  supply,  as  no  carrier  could 
be  found.  The  water  supply  was  corrected  and  no  further  cases  occurred. 

Tuberculosis. — Sixty-nine  cases  were  reported  by  Dr.  Melanson,  Tuberculosis  Diagnostician 
and  the  local  physicians. 

In  this  connection  your  attention  is  called  to  the  resolution  passed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Local  Board  of  Health,  copy  of  which  has  been  forwarded  to  you,  and  calling  the  attention  of 
the  Department  and  the  Minister  to  the  lack  of  funds  in  this  County  for  the  proper  hospitaliza¬ 
tion  of  open  cases  and  urging  further  action  by  the  Department  in  the  way  of  grants  so  that 
hospitalization  might  be  available  for  such  cases.  Otherwise  spread  must  go  on. 

No  special  remarks  are  necessary  in  connection  with  other  communicable  diseases. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics. — Clinics  were  held  in  Chatham,  Newcastle,  Nelson,  Loggie- 
ville,  Douglastown,  Nordin,  Quarry ville,  Bryenton  and  the  Parish  of  Rogersville  with  the  follow-

Nuisances  reported  were 

adequately  dealt  with  by  the  local  Board. 

Milk  and  water  samples  were  regularly  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination.  In  the 
case  of  Chatham  and  Newcastle  this  is  done  monthly.  I  interviewed  the  Town  Council  of 
Chatham  recommending  chlorination  of  the  Town  water  but  up  to  date  no  action  has  been 
taken.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

My  duty  as  medical  inspector  of  schools  for  this  area  has  been  carried  out  as  usual. 

Owing  to  my  illness  during  practically  the  whole  of  June,  many  outlying  schools  which  I 
had  arranged  to  do  at  that  time  were  not  done,  which  will  show  in  the  report. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  in  Blackville,  which  as  a  result  of  missed  cases  just 
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as  school  was  closing  for  Christmas  holidays,  was  quite  widespread  in  the  community  when  drawn 
to  my  attention.  This  necessitated  more  loss  of  time  here  than  ordinary.  There  was  also  a 
case  of  diphtheria  in  this  same  place,  but  no  deaths  occurred. 

The  usual  examinations  were  held  and  reports  sent  to  the  parents. 

School  premises  continue  to  show  improvements,  and  if  our  teachers  and  trustees  would 
embark  on  a  school  painting  plan,  it  would  add  materially  to  the  appearance  of  the  school  prop¬ 
erties,  and  be  a  moral  stimulus  to  the  pupils  as  well  as  prove  attractive  to  the  public  generally. 

An  extra  amount  of  my  time  was  also  taken  up  in  dealing  with  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever 
in  the  Town  of  Chatham,  shortly  before  school  closed  for  the  summer  vacation,  which  time 
could  very  well  have  been  used  elsewhere.  These  things  have  a  habit  of  turning  up  most  in- 
inopportunely  but  must  be  dealt  with  as  they  come  along. 

Altogether  it  has  been  a  busier  year  than  usual,  but  examination  of  schools  as  shown  by 
the  tables  will  not  show  that  as  the  extra  time  taken  up  with  the  special  investigations  of  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  will  not  show  and  also  the  time  lost  by  my  illness. 

Co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  trustees  during  the  year  was  very  much  appreciated  by  me. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  regret  for  the  loss  of  our  late  Minister  of  Health,  Honourable 
Dr.  W.  F.  Roberts,  and  to  welcome  his  successor,  Honourable  Dr.  Laporte. 

I  wish  also  to  thank  you  and  your  staff,  our  local  physicians  and  nurses  and  all  others  who 
were  able  to  co-operate  in  the  work  of  this  past  year.

Notifiable  Diseases: 

Diphtheria. — There  was  a  slight  increase  in  diphtheria  cases  over  last  year:  10  cases  with 
three  deaths  as  compared  to  7  cases  and  one  death  last  year.  The  diphtheria  cases  were  all 
sporadic  and  in  children  who  had  not  received  three  doses  of  toxoid.  This  should  bring  deep 
thoughts  to  parents  who,  through  prejudice,  neglect  or  ignorance,  do  not  take  advantage  of  the 
immunization  clinics. 

Typhoid. — We  had  16  cases  of  typhoid  fever  with  five  deaths.  There  was  no  epidemic  of 
this  disease,  except  for  three  cases  in  the  same  family,  of  which  two  died.  The  source  of  infection 
in  these  cases  was  traced  to  a  spring  which  supplied  this  family  with  drinking  water.  This 
spring  was  situated  along  the  road  and  was  not  protected  from  surface  pollution.  A  case  of 
typhoid  had  developed  in  that  home  during  the  fall  of  the  year  and  the  excreta  was  dumped 
in  an  old  shed  without  being  disinfected.  In  early  spring  the  drainage  from  this  shed  flowed 
directly  into  the  spring  causing  three  infections  in  the  family. 

This  shows  the  danger  of  unprotected  springs  and  should  warn  the  people  that  springs, 
unless  well  made  and  fully  protected  from  contamination,  are  certainly  not  a  safe  water  supply. 

Scarlet  Fever. — We  have  only  7  cases  of  scarlet  fever  to  report  but  certainly  there  are  many 
more  cases  which  unfortunately  are  not  reported.  It  seems  that  the  present  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  are  mostly  of  a  mild  type  so  a  doctor  is  rarely  called,  and  undiagnosed  cases  are  free  to 
mingle  among  susceptible  children.  This  is  certainly  a  sad  thing  for  even  though  the  disease 
is  mild  the  complications  are  as  frequent  and  as  severe. 

If  parents  knew  better  the  consequences  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  danger  of  its  complications, 
they  would  be  more  careful  when  their  children  are  ill.  A  doctor  should  always  be  called  when 
a  child  develops  a  rash  after  a  sore  throat. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — Fortunately  no  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  were  reported  during  the 
year. 

Measles ,  Whooping  Cough ,  Chickenpox  and  Mumps. — Very  few  cases  of  these  diseases  are 
reported  each  year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  doctor  is  seldom  called  unless  complications 
set  in. 
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Tuberculosis. — This  very  common  disease  is  certainly  a  pressing  problem.  Greater  facilities 
for  hospitalization  of  tuberculosis  cases  are  urgently  needed.  Meanwhile,  Dr.  J.  A.  Melanson, 
Travelling  Tuberculosis  Diagnostician,  is  doing  excellent  work  in  helping  doctors  to  find  and 
treat  these  patients. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics. — During  the  year  clinics  were  held  in  seven  parishes  namely: 
Carleton,  Dundas,  Richibucto,  St.  Charles,  St.  Mary,  St.  Paul  and  Wellington.  A  total  of 
1,654  individuals  received  the  three  doses  of  toxoid.  I  must  say  that  this  result  is  quite  satis¬ 
factory  especially  when  we  consider  that  about  50%  of  those  immunized  were  pre-school  children. 

Dr.  Melanson  assisted  me  at  these  clinics  and  I  assisted  him  at  clinics  in  Albert  and  West¬ 
morland  Counties. 

In  each  village  there  are  always  one  or  two  families  who  do  not  seem  to  understand  that 
these  inoculations  are  for  their  benefit  and  not  ours.  Let  us  hope  that  in  the  near  future  we 
will  be  able  to  get  100%  of  the  children  inoculated  in  all  parts  of  New  Brunswick. 

Venereal  Diseases.— It  seems  that  cases  of  this  sad  yet  curable  disease  are  on  the  increase 
in  my  district  and  I  think  that  greater  facilities  for  treating  those  infected  should  be  available 

• 

Sanitation. — Sanitary  inspectors  have  performed  their  duties  very  willingly  and  always 
to  the  best  of  their  knowledge.  I  must  remark  here  that  we  need  better  trained  and  better  paid 
sanitary  inspectors. 

Also  I  must  stress  the  need  for  public  health  nurses.  Only  with  their  help  will  public  health 
programs  be  really  effective.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

A  total  of  1,562  children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  during  the  year,  373  at  special 
clinics  held  in  the  largest  centers  and  the  balance  during  the  regular  inspection  of  the  schools. 

I  could  not,  due  to  the  late  opening  of  the  schools,  last  fall,  visit  all  the  schools  in  my  area. 
Those  visited  showed  8,330  children  enrolled  of  which  7,412  were  examined.  Of  these  about  70% 
were  normal.  The  major  defect  found  was  defective  teeth. 

A  large  number  of  the  rural  schools  are  certainly  not  well  kept,  and  the  outhouses  are  in 
a  very  poor  state. 

I  think  that  for  the  toilets  a  minimum  standard  should  be  imposed  and  plans  of  a  cheap 
yet  sanitary  privy  should  be  available  for  rural  schools. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  for  the  help  given  me  by  the  teachers  during  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  schools. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  to  you,  Sir,  and  to  other  members  of  the  Department  my  sincere 
thanks  for  advice  and  assistance.

The  demand  for  the  services  of  the  Health  Officer  has  been  increasing,  not  only  for  general 
health  work  but  also  in  tuberculosis  diagnostic  work  and  in  medical  inspection  of  schools.  The 
rearrangement  of  the  health  districts  into  smaller  areas  makes  the  health  officer  more  easily 
accessible  and  he  is  known  to  a  greater  number  of  persons. 

The  time  has  now  been  reached  where  our  sanitary  inspectors  must  be  more  fully  trained, 
as  these  men  are  required  to  attend  to  various  and  numerous  problems  encountered  in  their 
districts  which  they  must  be  able  to  clear  up. 

The  addition  of  public  health  nurses  in  the  rural  areas  is  indeed  needed  as  people  are  becom¬ 
ing  increasingly  conscious  of  the  need  for  health  knowledge. 

Notifiable  Diseases: 

Scarlet  Fever. — For  Westmorland  County  we  have  had  a  total  of  38  cases.  In  January, 
1938,  around  Baie  Verte  and  Coburg  there  was  a  mild  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever.  On  investigation 
I  found  that  during  November  and  December  there  had  been  a  great  number  of  school  children 
and  young  adults  with  sore  throats  and  colds,  etc.,  which  no  doubt  were  mild  cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  the  acute  stage  being  over  when  we  were  notified.  It  is  probable  that  this  small  out¬ 
break  started  in  the  Coburg  area.  There  were  approximately  15  cases  reported. 

The  public  generally  does  not  realize  the  importance  of  promptly  reporting  suspected  cases 
of  notifiable  disease  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Diphtheria . — Again  we  have  had  a  great  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  in  Westmorland 
County,  44  in  all.  In  one  instance,  in  Upper  Aboujagane,  we  had  three  children  who  died  from 
diphtheria  in  one  week  in  the  same  family.  When  the  physician  was  first  called  in  one  child 
had  already  died.  Apparently  diphtheria  had  been  in  Upper  Aboujagane  for  some  time  and 
no  one  had  been  notified.  It  was  only  two  years  previously  that  we  held  a  toxoid  clinic  in  this 
area  and  not  one  of  these  children  had  been  toxoided. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  only  9  cases  reported  in  Westmorland  County.  All  contacts 
of  cases  were  given  typhoid  vaccine. 
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Infantile  Paralysis. — The  two  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  reported  were  in  November, 
1937.  This  last  summer  and  fall  we  have  not  seen  one  new  case  in  our  district,  although  we 
examined  quite  a  few  suspected  cases. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics. — This  year  we  carried  on  a  clinic  and  had  good  response. 
The  following  table  will  show  the  number  inoculated  against  diphtheria  in  1938:

Dr.  G.  C.  Leger,  District  Medical  Health  Officer  for  Kent  County,  helped  us  to  carry  on 
this  work,  while  in  Kent  County  we  assisted  him.  Details  of  the  clinics  will  be  found  in  Mr. 
J.  A.  Matthews’  report  for  Westmorland  County  and  also  in  Mr.  F.  O.  Erb’s  report  for  Albert 
County. 

Sanitation. — The  examination  of  public  water  supplies  at  Sackville,  Shediac  and  Moncton 
was  carried  out  regularly. 

Nuisances . — During  the  year  many  nuisances  had  to  be  attended  to. 

During  the  year  we  hope  to  arrange  a  short  course  for  the  part-time  sanitary  inspectors 
as  most  of  these  men  know  very  little  about  sanitation. 

The  investigation  of  many  cases  of  venereal  disease  has  been  carried  out  and  this  takes 
up  considerable  time.  Public  health  nurses  in  rural  districts  would  facilitate  the  follow-up 
work  in  these  cases  and  increase  the  attendance  at  the  clinics.

As  usual  I  have  assisted  at  the  Normal  School  survey  and  also  at  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick  survey.  A  record  of  this  work  will  be  found  in  Dr.  Cameron’s  report. 

A  talk  on  tuberculosis  was  given  illustrated  with  the  “Isotype”  posters  and  to  show  their 
interest  many  asked  questions  after  the  meeting.  All  those  who  needed  institutional  treatment 
and  isolation  were  sent  to  a  sanatorium.

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During  the  past  year  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  admit  patients  into  the  sanatorium  due 
to  lack  of  accommodation  so  that  in  my  district  patients  have  had  to  wait  in  some  cases  as  long 
as  six  months.  The  new  wing  at  the  Jordan  Memorial  Sanatorium  was  indeed  greatly  needed 
and  will  certainly  help  to  relieve  the  situation. 

In  order  to  render  more  successful  our  tuberculosis  campaign  we  must  have  an  adequate 
public  health  nursing  service;  this  is  what  we  need  most  of  all;  our  rural  districts  are  absolutely 
neglected.  With  the  assistance  of  a  public  health  nurse,  who  could  round  up  the  contacts,  we 
would  be  certain  to  diagnose  a  larger  number  of  early  cases.  Until  our  tuberculosis  program  is 
increased  by  adding  more  nurses  we  will  not  be  getting  the  full  benefit  of  the  diagnostic  service. 
In  towns  and  cities  of  the  Province  this  is  adequately  covered  but  in  the  rural  districts  no  nurses 
are  available  and  this  is  where  we  need  them. 

At  the  Moncton  City  Hospital  we  have  held  a  tuberculosis  chest  clinic  every  two  weeks; 


twenty-four  clinics  were  held.

Miss  Roberta  Gunn,  R.N.,  the  Gyro  Health  Nurse,  made  a  total  of  2,071  visits. 

In  September  the  New  Brunswick  Tuberculosis  Association  held  its  annual  meeting  in 
Moncton.  This  was  the  second  annual  meeting  of  the  tuberculosis  workers  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces.  Many  excellent  papers  were  given  during  the  two  day  program. 

During  the  year  the  picture  film  “Public  Enemy  No.  1,”  has  been  shown  and  talks  have  been 
given  to  women’s  organizations  and  to  service  clubs.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

Two  smallpox  vaccination  clinics  were  held  in  Moncton,  one  in  June  and  the  other  in  Aug¬ 
ust  and  there  were  249  children  who  attended.  During  the  school  term  we  vaccinated  59  children 
thus  making  a  total  of  308.  The  Moncton  School  Board  has  co-operated  very  efficiently  in 
urging  the  parents  to  get  their  children  vaccinated  before  giving  them  their  school  permits. 

During  the  year,  we  inspected  4,436  children;  of  this  total  3,662  (82.5%)  were  found  to  be 
free  of  defects  or  disease. 

The  free  Dental  Clinic,  operated  for  school  children,  has  suffered  a  distinct  loss  in  the  passing 
of  Dr.  C.  F.  M.  Purdy,  who  had  been  in  charge  since  the  beginning. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  sponsored  now  by  the  following  Clubs:  The  Rotary,  Gyro  Club, 
Kinsmen’s  Club,  Y’s  Men’s  Club,  L’Assomption  Society  and  Yot  Mot  Club.  This  is  a  most 
worthy  cause  and  the  Clubs  associated  with  this  work  need  to  be  highly  commended  for  their 
efforts.  The  Clinic  is  now  in  charge  of  Dr.  E.  Bourgeois  who  is  assisted  by  Miss  Emma  Honey¬ 
well,  R.N.,  the  School  Nurse  and  Miss  R.oberta  Gunn,  R.N.,  the  Gyro  Health  Nurse.  The 
clinic  is  operating  two  mornings  each  week.

We  have  found  that  155  children  (3.4%)  had  defective  vision.  The  Kinsmen’s  Club  supplied 
glasses  to  75  needy  children  who  were  helped. 

The  Moncton  City  Hospital  looked  after  66  children  who  were  referred  to  the  different 
clinics. 

During  the  year  two  school  children  were  referred  to  the  Rotary  Club,  who  were  taken 
care  of  by  their  Crippled  Children’s  Committee. 

Again  this  year  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  375  children  received  diphtheria  toxoid  and 
thus  making  us  79.9%  of  the  school  children  completely  protected  against  this  dread  disease. 

Valuable  assistance  was  given  by  the  School  Board,  teachers,  parents  and  the  School  Nurse 
who  have  all  co-operated. 

I  wish  to  extend  sincere  thanks  to  you  Sir,  for  helpful  advice  and  to  the  physicians  for  their 
co-operation.

Notifiable  Diseases: 

Diphtheria. — There  were  nineteen  (19)  cases  of  this  disease  in  the  District  during  the  year. 
These  were  distributed  as  follows:  Queens  County,  eighteen  (18);  Kings,  one  (1).  Seventeen 
of  the  cases  in  Queens  County  occurred  at  Bronson  Settlement,  in  November,  1937,  while  the 
remaining  case  occurred  at  Newcastle  Bridge  in  January,  1938. 

The  outbreak  at  Bronson  Settlement  was  of  rapid  onset,  all  cases  developing  within  a  space 
of  two  to  three  days.  A  supply  of  antitoxin  was  rushed  to  the  area  and  with  the  assistance  of 
Dr.  H.  E.  Baird  of  Chipman  each  case  was  given  a  large  dose  of  antitoxin  and  every  adult  and 
child  in  the  settlement  was  given  a  prophylactic  dose  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  units.  The  spread 
of  the  disease  was  arrested  and  no  secondary  cases  developed.  Appreciation  must  be  expressed 
to  those  who  aided  in  the  work  in  this  area  and  I  would  particularly  like  to  mention  Dr.  H.  E. 
Baird,  Rev.  Fr.  Crowley  of  Chipman,  Mr.  Dos  Dupuis  of  Bronson  and  the  nursing  service  tem¬ 
porarily  supplied  by  the  Department.  The  apparent  cause  of  this  outbreak  was  the  visit  to 
the  area  of  a  lady  and  child  from  another  part  of  the  Province.  The  child  had  had  an  attack 
of  “bad  sore  throat”  with  no  medical  attention.  Cases  of  diphtheria  developed  at  every  house 
visited  by  the  child.  Unfortunately  these  parties  could  not  be  traced.  Throat  swabs  were 
taken  in  all  cases  and  positively  diagnosed  at  the  Laboratory.  None  of  the  cases  had  ever 
been  toxoided. 

The  remaining  two  cases  in  the  District  were  sporadic  and  no  exposure  to  either  cases  or 
carriers  could  be  traced.  Neither  of  these  children  had  ever  received  toxoid. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Three  cases  were  reported  in  the  District  during  the  year.  All  three  cases 
were  in  Kings  County  in  widely  separated  places.  Routine  quarantine  measures  were  taken 
and  no  secondary  cases  were  reported. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Four  cases  were  reported,  distributed  as  follows:  Kings,  two  (2);  Queens 
(2),  with  two  deaths. 

Tuberculosis. — Fifteen  new  cases  were  reported  in  the  District  as  follows:  Kings,  ten  (10); 
Queens,  five  (5). 
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Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics  were  held  at  schools  in  the  Parishes  of  Cambridge,  Canning, 
Chipman  and  Waterboro  in  Queens  County  and  Cardwell,  Hammond,  Hampton,  Norton, 
Rothesay,  Sussex,  Waterford  and  Upham  in  Kings  County  with  the  following  results.

One  school  as  a  whole  in  Kings  County  refused  to  benefit  by  the  clinics. 

In  addition  to  these  a  total  of  142  were  toxoided  in  schools  in  Sunbury  County  which  bordered 
on  the  area  being  toxoided. 

In  the  District  as  a  unit  the  total  number  toxoided  was  1,592. 

Water  Supplies. — There  are  two  public  water  supply  systems  in  the  District,  viz.,  Sussex 
Town  and  Rothesay  village.  Both  places  are  equipped  with  chlorinators.  Samples  have  been 
regularly  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  analysis  and  from  the  results  it  would  seem  that  chlorination 
alone  is  not  sufficient  to  assure  a  pure  water  supply. 

The  Town  of  Sussex  during  the  year  had  a  survey  of  the  Town  supply  made  and  as  a  result 
proceeded  with  the  construction  of  a  modern  pre-treatment  and  filtration  plant  sufficiently 
large  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  the  Town  for  some  time.  In  addition  to  this  plant,  a  modern 
reinforced  concrete  underground  reservoir  has  been  constructed  to  ensure  a  reserve  supply. 
This  plant  will  be  in  operation  before  the  end  of  the  year  and  when  in  operation  will  ensure  the 
Town  of  a  pure  water  supply.  Much  credit  is  due  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Town  Council 
for  the  very  forward  step  which  they  have  taken  in  giving  the  Town  the  most  modern  water 
supply  in  Eastern  Canada. 

The  water  situation  in  the  Village  of  Rothesay  is  not  such  a  happy  one.  Here,  although 
a  chlorinator  is  installed,  it  is  run  only  intermittently  and  is  not  giving  a  satisfactory  safe  water. 
Two  private  schools  and  a  large  Consolidated  School  are  situated  here  and  should  have  better 
water  supplied  to  them  for  safety. 

In  my  opinion  regulations  should  be  framed  giving  more  power  to  act  when  chlorination  is 
deliberately  interfered  with. 

Housing  Survey. — In  accordance  with  a  recommendation  of  the  Minto  Conciliation  Board, 
Dr.  Cameron  and  myself  conducted  a  Housing  Survey  in  the  Minto  area  during  the  month  of 
August,  the  report  of  which,  with  our  recommendations,  has  been  placed  in  your  hands. 

Sub-District  Boards  of  Health. — During  the  year,  the  Queens  County  Sub-District  Board 
was  re-organized  by  the  new  incoming  County  Council.  The  new  Board  authorized  a  change 
in  the  staff  of  sanitary  inspectors,  appointing  seven  inspectors  where  formerly  there  were  only 
two  for  the  entire  County.  Although  these  men  are  untrained,  yet  with  few  exceptions,  there 
has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  work. 

Tourist  and  Overnight  Camp  Accommodation. — With  regard  to  this  matter  I  feel  that  we 
should  have  some  definite  regulations  concerning  these  places  along  sanitary  lines  and  regard¬ 
ing  the  safety  of  the  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal.  To  my  mind  these  places  should  come 
directly  under  the  Department  of  Health  for  inspection,  approval  and  licensing,  with  licenses 
compelled  to  be  displayed  prominently.  There  should  be  only  one  class  of  license,  compelling 
these  places  to  adopt  standardization.  I  believe  that  we  owe  this  extra  measure  of  safety  not 
only  to  the  tourist  trade  but  also  to  our  own  population  as  a  safeguard  against  tourist-borne 
communicable  diseases.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

Owing  to  the  prolonged  closure  of  the  schools  during  the  early  part  of  the  school  year  1937-38, 
although  the  area  was  covered,  it  was  impossible  to  carry  out  the  work  planned  for  the  months 
of  September  and  October  and  much  that  might  have  been  accomplished  during  the  year  had 
of  necessity  to  be  abandoned  for  the  time. 

Vaccinations  and  outstanding  defects  were  the  points  looked  after. 

During  the  year  231  schools,  consisting  of  292  departments,  were  visited,  all  schools  in  both 
Kings  and  Queens  being  open  and  one  school  being  re-opened. 

Defects. — -Of  6,408  children  enrolled,  5,694  were  given  a  cursory  examination.  Of  this 
number  301  children  showed  defects,  238  being  defects  other  than  teeth,  63  being  defective  teeth, 
and  29  being  excluded  for  some  form  of  skin  or  communicable  disease.  Of  the  total  enrolled 
.5%  showed  defects.  Defects  other  than  teeth,  .4%;  teeth  only,  .1%  and  skin  diseases,  .02%. 

Of  defects  other  than  teeth,  307  found  the  previous  year,  109  were  remedied;  this  was  an 
improvement  of  32%. 

Of  defective  teeth,  98  found  the  previous  year,  22  were  remedied,  showing  an  improvement 

of  2234%. 

The  number  of  cases  of  skin  and  other  communicable  diseases  was  particularly  small,  due 
to  greater  care  both  at  home  and  in  the  school. 

Vaccinations. — During  the  year  there  were  122  summer  vaccinations,  and  465  vaccinations 
in  schools,  a  total  of  587.  In  the  counties  of  Kings  and  Queens  there  were  22  children  not  vac¬ 
cinated,  2  being  excluded  because  of  refusal  and  the  remainder  being  absentees  on  the  day  of 
the  visit. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics. — The  total  number  of  children  attending  schools  in  Kings 
County  who  are  now  inoculated  is  3,036  and  in  Queens  915.  Again  I  would  express  my  thanks 
and  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  of  teachers  and  voluntary  organizations  in  carrying  out 
this  part  of  our  work. 

Buildings  and  Premises. — Not  much  headway  is  being  made  in  remedying  the  faults  of 
sanitation  and  of  undesirable  buildings  and  furniture  due  largely  to  the  apathy  with  which  these 
things  are  viewed  by  the  average  School  Boards  and  also  to  the  uncertainty  with  regard  to  what 
is  going  to  happen  in  educational  reorganization. 

Water  Supplies. — A  number  of  schools  are  discarding  the  old  open  bucket  and  the  tin  cup, 
but  there  is  room  yet  for  much  improvement. 

Health  Education. — Much  good  work  is  being  done  in  the  schools  by  the  Junior  Red  Cross 
in  the  line  of  health  education  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  this  organization  has  been 
able  to  benefit  a  number  of  very  deserving  cases  with  remedial  treatment  in  both  Counties. 

To  you,  Sir,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  advice  and  help  which  you  have  given  me 
during  the  year  and  I  would  also  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  for  their  co-operation.

Notifiable  Diseases: 

The  Sant  John-Charlotte  Health  District  has  had  a  relatively  quiet  year  from  the  point  of 
view  of  communicable  diseases. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinics  were  held  in  Charlotte  County,  at  which  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  nine  (1,809)  school  and  five  hundred  and  seventy  (570)  pre-school  children 
received  the  complete  course  of  three  inoculations.  In  addition  over  four  hundred  (400)  pupils 
and  teachers  who  had  been  previously  immunized  requested  and  received  1  cc  doses. 

During  August  and  September  the  City  of  Saint  John  experienced  a  taste  problem  in  the 
water  system  served  by  Spruce  Lake.  Due  to  the  temporary  increase  in  organic  matter  it  was 
necessary  to  introduce  larger  amounts  of  chlorine  in  order  to  obtain  satisfactory  laboratory 
tests,  resulting  in  an  objectionable  chlorinous  taste.  The  City  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Berry,  Director,  Sanitary  Engineering  Division,  Ontario  Department  of 
Health,  who  made  an  extensive  survey  of  both  systems  and  submitted  recommendations  for 

the  future  control  of  taste.

Activities  for  the  school  year  began  with  the  vaccination  clinic  at  the  Health  Centre  on 
August  16th,  but  this  was  closed  September  2nd  on  account  of  the  poliomyelitis  epidemic,  765 
children  having  been  given  attention.  At  later  dates  51  more  were  vaccinated.  At  rural  schools 
of  Saint  John  County  36  vaccinations  were  performed,  making  a  total  of  852  for  City  and  County. 
The  puncture  method  was  used  as  previously,  and  more  than  98%  were  successful  the  first 
attempt. 

In  September  and  October  the  usual  school  work  was  interrupted  by  the  epidemic  of  polio¬ 
myelitis,  and  during  this  time  most  of  the  cases  were  seen,  investigated  and  followed  up  by  the 
School  Medical  Inspection  staff  co-operating  with  the  other  branches  of  the  Department  of 
Health.  Outbreaks  in  Grand  Manan  and  St.  George  were  also  investigated. 

When  school  opened  near  the  end  of  October  the  routine  survey  for  communicable  disease 
was  made  in  the  City  schools,  nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  being  noted.  November  and  December 
were  occupied  chiefly  in  visiting  all  rural  schools  in  Saint  John  County  where  pupils  received  the 
usual  examination  and  check-up.  In  Charlotte  County  68  schools  were  visited;  about  288  children 
were  vaccinated  and  many  special  cases  were  examined. 

After  the  Christmas  holidays  the  City  schools  were  again  surveyed  for  communicable 
disease.  Children  in  all  grades  up  to  and  including  Grade  VIII  were  inspected  and  checked. 
All  children  in  Grade  II  were  given  a  complete  physical  examination,  parents  being  present 
with  about  half  the  number. 

In  the  spring  a  City  survey  was  made  in  connection  with  the  Junior  Red  Cross  drive  to  correct 
physical  defects.  It  was  clearly  shown  that,  barring  dental  defects,  defective  vision  was  most 
in  need  of  attention  there  being  found  over  400  children  with  defective  vision  who  had  not  been 
examined  by  a  specialist.  Definitely  enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils  were  next  in  number.  There 
were  a  fair  number  of  orthopedic  cases  but  most  of  these  had  been  given  surgical  advice  and  had 
refused  to  follow  it.  In  Saint  John  City  and  County  those  who  are  unable  to  pay  can  receive 
free  treatment,  and  the  difficulty  is  not  in  obtaining  this  but  in  persuading  parents  that  treat¬ 
ment  is  needed. 
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The  regular  school  clinics  at  the  Health  Centre  were  not  so  busy  as  the  previous  year  as  there 
were  no  large  epidemics  of  communicable  disease.  A  total  of  1,565  children  visited  these  clinics 
of  which  one  hundred  and  forty-four  were  held. 

The  school  nurses  were  busy  in  all  their  usual  activities — assisting  at  examinations  and 
clinics,  making  surveys  and  visiting  homes — 141  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  The  nurses 
report  that  home  conditions  in  general  are  much  poorer  than  in  the  past  years  and  that  mal¬ 
nutrition,  not  always  apparent  on  brief  examination,  is  increasing  among  children. 

The  Dental  Clinic  had  a  busy  year  and  many  school  children  take  advantage  of  the  ex¬ 
cellent  work  done  in  that  department. 

The  Eye  Clinic  conducted  by  Dr.  R.  T.  Hayes  again  demonstrated  the  need  for  greater 
financial  support.  New  glasses  were  given  to  42  of  the  54  children  examined  and  repairs  were 
provided  in  27  other  cases.

This  District  is  now  the  largest  in  the  Province,  comprising  three  sub-districts,  and  for 
this  reason  I  find  it  difficult  to  give  as  much  attention  to  some  lines  of  work  as  I  would  like. 

The  three  titles  used  frequently  cause  some  confusion  among  the  public  who  are,  at  times, 
under  the  impression  that  there  are  three  individuals  doing  the  work  in  the  district  with  the 
result  that  they  demand  more  prompt  attention  to  problems  than  is  possible  for  one  person  to 
give. 

Notifiable  Diseases: 

Diphtheria.  Four  cases  have  occurred  during  the  year.  All  patients  were  adults  who  were 
not  previously  immunized.  The  source  of  infection  was  established  in  two  instances.  One 
carrier  was  discovered  and  cured  by  tonsillectomy.  One  case  was  discovered  only  after  the 
onset  of  paralysis. 

Scarlet  Fever— There  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  in  Fredericton  City 
and  York  County  during  the  fall  of  1938  but  no  epidemics  occurred. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Four  cases  were  found  in  York  County.  Two  of  these  were  in  one  family. 
Two  cases  occurred  in  Sunbury  in  one  family.  Fredericton  was  again  free  of  the  disease. 

Other  Diseases. — There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  mumps  in  York 
County  but  the  cases  were  found  only  by  questioning  the  school  children  during  the  medical 
inspection  of  schools  as  practically  no  cases  are  reported  by  physicians  or  the  public. 

In  Fredericton  and  vicinity  there  has  been  a  mild  epidemic  of  glandular  fever,  particularly 
amongst  younger  children,  during  the  fall  of  1938.  The  chief  problem  with  glandular  fever  was 
in  differentiating  it  from  scarlet  fever. 

Two  cases  of  infectious  jaundice  were  seen  in  Fredericton.  The  Victorian  Order  Nurses 
reported  additional  cases  of  this  disease  in  the  vicinity  occurring  amongst  children. 

Diphtheria  Immunization. — Toxoid  clinics  were  held  at  all  schools  in  the  parishes  of  Mauger- 
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ville,  Sheffield  and  Northfield  in  Sunbury  County.  The  entire  County  has  now  been  covered 
since  1935.  In  Fredericton,  toxoid  clinics  were  held  at  the  Provincial  Normal  School  and  at  the 
Well  Baby  Clinic.

Smallpox  Vaccination. — On  request  I  vaccinated  the  nursing  staff  and  other  employees  of 
Victoria  Public  Hospital,  against  smallpox.  This  precaution  was  taken  because  of  the  occurrence 
of  the  disease  at  Halifax,  N.  S. 

Water  Supplies. — The  Millbrook  water  supply  at  Marysville  is  now  filtered  and  chlorinated 
satisfactorily.  However  one  other  water  supply  at  Marysville  was  condemned  as  a  source  of 
drinking  water  and  the  owner  was  notified. 

The  regular  examination  of  all  public  water  supplies  in  the  District  has  been  carried  out. 

Miscellaneous. — Legal  action  was  taken  against  a  patient  for  violation  of  the  Venereal 
Disease  Regulations,  and  a  conviction  secured. 

I  have  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Fredericton  Town  Planning  Commission  and  have 
been  consulted  in  regard  to  problems  dealing  with  the  health  aspect  of  town  planning. 

I  have  continued  to  lecture  to  the  students  at  the  Provincial  Normal  School  dealing  chiefly 
with  problems  of  sanitation  and  communicable  diseases  with  relation  to  the  schools.  Those 
students  who  were  not  previously  immunized  to  diphtheria  were  afforded  an  opportunity  to  have 
this  done. 

Together  with  Dr.  Logan,  I  assisted  in  carrying  out  a  Housing  Survey  of  all  miners’  homes 
in  the  Minto  area.  We  were  given  assistance  in  this  work  by  Dr.  MacMillan  and  Dr.  Leger. 
About  five  weeks  were  required  to  complete  the  Housing  Survey. 

For  the  first  time  in  five  years  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Public  Health  Association,  which  met  in  Halifax  this  year  and  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation.

I  also  assisted  Dr.  Frank  Wishart  in  the  surveys  carried  out  on  the  Indian  Reserves  at 
Devon,  Oromocto  and  Kingsclear.  This  work  was  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Indian 
Affairs. 

General  Remarks. 

A  chest  clinic  was  held  every  other  week  at  Victoria  Public  Hospital  and  I  am  very  grateful 
to  the  Hospital  for  providing  facilities  for  this  work. 

The  routine  examination  of  student  nurses  at  the  Hospital  was  carried  out  as  in  previous 
years. 

The  $100  yearly  grant  of  the  New  Brunswick  Tuberculosis  Association  was  expended  in 
the  District  and  X-rays  were  secured  by  this  means  for  over  thirty  poor  persons. 

Lectures  on  Tuberculosis  were  given  and  movies  shown  to  the  Normal  School  students 
and  at  the  Fredericton  Science  Club  and  St.  Andrews  Church,  Fredericton.  About  400  were 
present  at  these  meetings. 

It  was  found  to  be  impossible  to  use  the  new  trailer  (recently  obtained  by  the  New  Bruns¬ 
wick  Tuberculosis  Association  and  the  Department  of  Health)  in  my  district  this  year  because 
of  its  use  elsewhere. 

As  time  goes  by,  the  necessity  for  public  health  nurses  in  the  counties  becomes  more  evident. 
Many  contacts  and  suspects  are  not  being  examined,  because  there  is  no  one  available  to  do  the 
necessary  follow-up  work. 

As  in  previous  years  the  physicians  in  this  District  have  been  most  cooperative  in  the 
tuberculosis  work.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

This  year  I  was  assigned  the  medical  inspection  of  all  schools  in  the  Fredericton-York- 
Sunbury  Health  District,  thus  greatly  increasing  the  amount  of  time  required  for  this  work. 
In  all,  62  days  were  required  to  complete  the  work.

Only  four  schools  were  not  inspected  in  the  district  during  the  year.  A  total  of  1,005  children 
were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  during  the  medical  inspection  or  at  the  clinics. 

There  are  206  children  attending  school  who  are  not  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  Of  these 
195  were  absent  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  and  11  others  were  excluded  from  school  when 
vaccination  was  refused. 

Because  of  the  limited  time  available  for  the  work  only  a  casual  inspection  was  given  the 
children  in  the  rural  schools,  but  children  selected  by  the  teachers  were  examined  for  particular 
defects.  This  method  was  quite  satisfactory,  however,  as  well  over  half  of  the  children  selected 
showed  defects  when  examined. 

Through  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Fredericton  Rotary  Club  many 
defects  were  corrected  which  otherwise  would  have  been  neglected  because  of  the  inability  of 
parents  to  take  care  of  the  expense. 

There  is  still  a  great  need  for  a  dental  clinic  in  the  district  as  many  children  of  poor  parents 
are  unable  to  secure  the  required  dental  attention.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  of  the  voluntary 
organizations  or  service  clubs  will  revive  the  Fredericton  dental  clinic  which  has  not  been  in 
operation  for  several  years. 

Of  the  6,815  children  inspected,  6,175  or  90%  were  free  from  defects  which  would  affect  their 
school  work. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Normal  School,  no  diphtheria  toxoid  clinics  were  held  in  the  schools, 
because  of  the  infantile  paralysis  outbreak  in  the  fall  of  1937.  All  available  time  in  the  spring 
of  1938  was  occupied  in  carrying  out  the  medical  inspection  of  rural  schools  as  they  had  not 
been  visited  for  two  years. 

Following  a  report  to  the  Devon  School  Board,  much  needed  enlargement  of  the  school 
toilet  facilities  was  carried  out. 

Because  of  poor  illumination  in  the  Morrison  Mills  school,  the  Fredericton  School  Board 
has  arranged  to  provide  electric  lights  in  the  school. 

In  Fredericton,  intelligence  tests  were  given  29  students  who  had  failed  twice  in  one  grade. 
Of  these  ei^ht  were  found  to  have  an  I.Q.  below  normal  and  were  recommended  for  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  classes. 

There  are  no  opportunity  classes  in  the  district  available  to  children  outside  the  City  of 
Fredericton.  Should  the  county  school  unit  system  be  adopted,  some  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  establishment  of  opportunity  classes  in  the  counties. 

The  medical  inspection  in  the  Fredericton  area  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  work  of 
the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses.  If  county  health  nurses  were  provided,  the  medical  inspection 
of  rural  schools  would  be  much  more  effective. 

I  have  had  the  fullest  co-operation  of  teachers,  school  boards  and  parents  in  carrying  out 
the  medical  inspection  of  schools. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  you,  Sir,  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  Department  for  advice  and 
assistance  received  during  the  year.

Notifiable  Diseases: 

Diphtheria. — I  am  glad  to  report  that  there  have  not  been  any  cases  of  diphtheria  in  Carleton- 
Victoria  Health  District. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twelve  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  reported;  eight  from  Victoria  and 
four  from  Carleton.  The  course  of  the  disease  has  been  mild. 

Typhoid. — One  case  of  paratyphoid  B  occurred  in  Deerville,  Carleton  County. 

Whooping  Cough. — Five  cases  were  reported  in  Victoria  with  3  deaths  and  one  case  with 
one  death  in  Carleton  County.  Undoubtedly  there  were  scores  of  cases  unreported  to  the  secre¬ 
taries  of  the  Sub-District  Boards  of  Health. 

Chickenpox. — Sixteen  cases  are  recorded,  nine  in  Victoria  and  seven  in  Carleton.  It  is 
certain  that  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  cases  that  occurred  were  reported. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — Two  cases  were  reported  from  a  family  in  Grafton,  Carleton  County 
with  one  death. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics. — Owing  to  the  closure  of  schools  in  the  fall  of  1937  on  account 
of  the  infantile  paralysis  epidemic,  no  diphtheria  inoculation  clinics  were  held.  In  the  fall 
of  1938  clinics  were  organized  in  some  of  the  rural  schools  of  Victoria  County.  As  the  work 
was  not  completed  before  the  end  of  October  a  complete  summary  will  be  included  in  next  year’s 

report. 

Nuisances. — Many  nuisances  have  been  reported  during  the  year.  A  considerable  number 
of  complaints  have  been  caused  by  the  lack  of  dumps  in  the  unincorporated  villages.  In  many 
places  the  river  bank  is  used  as  a  dump.  This  practice  has  been  stopped  in  several  parts  of  this 
District.  It  will  be  difficult  to  control  the  practice  completely  until  arrangements  are  made 
for  a  suitable  dump  for  each  village. 

Water  Supplies. — I  am  glad  to  report  a  marked  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  Plaster 
Rock  water  supply  during  the  year.  Co-operation  of  the  officials  of  the  Fraser  Companies  with 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer  and  the  District  Medical  Health  Officer  made  the  achievement  possible. 
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Some  of  the  public  water  supplies  of  the  District  continue  to  be  unsatisfactory  from  a  public 
health  standpoint  and  the  water  commissioners  have  been  notified.  The  public  lag  behind  in 
the  utilization  of  preventive  measures  indicating  that  much  more  education  in  public  health 
topics  is  necessary. 

Dr.  George  O’Donnell,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Carleton  Sub-District  Board  of  Health, 
died  during  the  year  to  the  regret  of  all  associated  with  the  Board  of  Health.  He  was  greatly 
interested  in  the  work  and  was  very  generous  in  giving  his  time  and  advice  in  matters  pertaining 
to  the  public  health  of  the  County.

With  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Frank  Wishart,  D.P.H.,  an  X-ray  Survey  was  conducted  in 
Carleton  and  Victoria  Counties,  having  the  patients  assemble  at  Woodstock,  Hartland,  Bath, 
Plaster  Rock,  and  Grand  Falls.  Contacts,  suspects  and  patients  with  tuberculosis  were  X-rayed 
by  means  of  the  portable  X-ray  equipment  and  trailer  of  the  Department  of  Health.  Two  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-nine  (239)  individuals  were  X-rayed.  Included  in  this  number  were  many  who 
had  been  reported  as  having  tuberculosis  in  the  routine  clinic.  Six  (6)  new  active  cases  were 
discovered. 

I  assisted  at  the  annual  medical  surveys  at  the  Normal  School,  Mount  Allison  Institutions, 
St.  Joseph’s  University  and  Scared  Heart  College. 

I  assisted  Dr.  Frank  Wishart  in  a  tuberculosis  survey  of  the  Indians  at  the  Reserve  at 
Devon,  Woodstock,  Tobique,  and  Edmundston. 

I  have  been  given  excellent  co-operation  by  the  physicians  of  this  District.

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

During  the  school  year  1937-38  I  was  unable  to  inspect  all  of  the  schools  in  my  District. 
The  closure  of  schools  in  the  fall  of  1937  on  account  of  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  shortened 
greatly  the  time  available  for  the  examination  of  rural  schools. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  fifty-six  schools  were  examined.  In  most  of  these  schools 
a  complete  examination  was  not  carried  out  but  vaccinations  were  done  and  cases  of  impetigo, 
scabies,  and  infectious  diseases  were  excluded.  In  the  Town  of  Woodstock  a  more  thorough 
examination  was  carried  out. 

Vaccination  Clinics  were  held  during  the  summer  of  1937  in  the  larger  centers  of  Carleton 
and  Victoria  Counties  and  two  hundred  (200)  vaccinations  were  performed.  In  addition  four 
hundred  and  twenty-one  (421)  were  done  during  the  medical  inspection  of  schools,  making  a 
total  of  six  hundred  and  twenty-one  (621)  vaccinations  for  the  year. 

The  increase  in  tuberculosis  diagnostic  work  and  my  duties  as  District  Medical  Health 
Officer  limit  the  time  available  for  medical  inspection  of  schools.  It  is  apparent  that  rural 
schools  can  be  visited  every  second  year  only  unless  some  other  arrangements  are  made. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  in  the  district  of  Mrs.  Edna  Ross,  R.N.,  M.B.E., 
show  the  excellent  results  which  can  be  obtained  by  a  public  health  nurse.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  such  nursing  services  may  be  extended  to  other  rural  schools  to  lighten  the  load  on  District 
Medical  Health  Officers. 

The  Secretaries,  Members  and  Staff  of  the  Sub-District  Boards  of  Health  have  co-operated 
with  me  in  a  very  capable  manner  and  have  greatly  assisted  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  De¬ 
partment. 

I  am  grateful  to  you,  Sir,  for  your  helpful  advice  and  assistance  which  has  always  been  very 
freely  given.

Another  Refresher  Course  was  conducted  in  October  of  this  year  for  Public  Health  Nurses. 
Like  the  first  course  held  two  years  ago  it  was  a  decided  success.  Because  of  conditions  in  their 
districts,  all  nurses  were  not  able  to  attend.  All  but  one  of  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Public 
Health  Nurses  were  again  in  attendance.  Because  of  the  small  number  of  Public  Health  Nurses 
in  this  Province  more  than  half  of  the  attendance  of  eighty-five  (85)  consisted  of  nurses  from 
other  branches  of  the  profession;  however,  all  of  the  lectures  would  have  been  valuable  to  any 
keen  minded  nurse. 

We  must  of  necessity  call  on  people  who  are  experts  in  their  line  of  work  to  help  us  with 
these  courses  and  so  far  we  have  met  with  the  heartiest  co-operation. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  course  and  those  who  participated: 

Opening  Address — Hon.  Pio  H.  Laporte,  M.D.,  Minister  of  Health  and  Labour. 

Public  Health  Today  in  New  Brunswick — Dr.  Wm.  Warwick,  Chief  Medical  Officer. 

Present  Status  of  Immunization  in  the  Prevention  of  Disease;  Relationship  of  the  Laboratory 
to  Public  Health  Nurse — Dr.  R.  A.  H.  Mackeen,  Provincial  Pathologist. 

Health  Education  Possibilities  in  the  School  Programme — Miss  Mary  Mathewson,  Assistant 
Director,  School  for  Graduate  Nurses,  McGill  University. 

New  Concepts  of  Childhood  Tuberculosis;  The  Public  Health  Nurse  in  Community  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Programme — Dr.  R.  J.  Collins,  Supt.  Saint  John  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

Nutrition — Miss  Marion  Harlow,  Nutritionist,  Montreal  Branch,  Victoria'n  Order  of  Nurses. 

High  Spots  of  the  Refresher  Course  on  Child  Hygiene  held  in  Toronto  October,  1938 — 
Miss  Winifred  Dawson,  Eastern  Supervisor,  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses. 

Playlet — “The  Home  Visit  of  the  Tuberculosis  Public  Health  Nurse.” — Under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Theatre  Guild,  directed  by  Miss  Ellen  Melrose;  Players,  Miss  Morrill  and  Miss 
Henderson,  V.O.  Nurses  and  Mrs.  Harold  Taylor,  Miss  Janice  Brown. 
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No  Public  Health  Nursing  Services  were  discontinued  during  the  year.  One  new  Victorian 
Order  Nursing  Service  was  established  in  November,  1937,  in  Woodstock.  The  rural  service 
centred  at  Riley  Brook  was  reorganized  in  June,  1938,  otherwise  this  service  would  have  ceased 
to  exist.  Its  value  to  the  people  has  been  proven  over  many  years  but  had  been  unduly  exploited 
and  new  methods  have  been  introduced.  The  Public  Health  Nurse  in  the  Town  of  Edmundston 
has  had  her  territory  extended  to  the  County  as  far  as  tuberculosis  cases  go.  She  also  assists 
the  Health  Officer  with  his  periodic  Tuberculosis  Clinics. 

Provincial  Normal  School. — The  lectures  on  Health  Education  and  the  personal  health 
conferences  with  the  students  were  continued.  Enlargement  of  this  course  is  greatly  needed 
but  additional  time  on  an  already  over-crowded  one  year  normal  course  is  not  available. 

Women’s  Institutes. — Programmes  furnished  the  Institutes  attempt  to  keep  up  interest 
in  the  various  problems  of  community  and  personal  health.  This  year  considerable  interest 
was  taken  in  the  special  poster  exhibit  prepared  for  their  annual  convention.  It  was  a  very 
attractive  poster  for  educational  purposes  and  was  provided  for  us  by  the  New  Brunswick  Dental 
Society  and  showed  the  need  for  nutrition  in  relation  to  good  teeth.  The  greater  part  of  their 
^health  work”  is  centered  in  the  school  children,  especially  nutrition,  correction  of  defects  and 
in  making  the  schools  more  sanitary  and  attractive.  Unfortunately,  many  Well  Baby  Clinics 
arranged  for  during  the  summer  had  to  be  postponed  because  of  rainy  weather. 

The  Director  took  the  two  courses  in  Home  Nursing  and  Hygiene  at  the  Youth  Training 
Courses  in  Sussex.  The  classes  were  so  large,  however,  that  their  value  is  doubtful. 

Literature. — Approximately  2,000  pre-natal  and  2,500  post-natal  letters  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed  by  mail  and  by  the  Public  Health  Nurses.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the  demand 
is  stepping  up  each  year  though  very  slowly. 

General. — Routine  work  of  supervision  has  been  carried  out  and  investigations  for  the 
Provincial  Hospital  were  continued  from  the  previous  year. 

The  Tables  covering  the  volume  of  the  public  health  nurses’  work  are  attached. 

For  the  co-operation  and  assistance  which  we  received  in  the  course  of  the  year  from  the 
Public  Health  Nurses,  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  the  Imperial  Order  Daughters  of  the 
Empire,  Junior  Red  Cross  and  other  interested  organizations,  we  are  indeed  grateful.  All  have 
a  place  in  the  improvement  of  social  conditions  to  which  public  health  makes  a  major  contri¬ 
bution.

There  are  eleven  clinics  in  the  V.D.  Division,  located  at  Saint  John,  Andover,  Bathurst, 
Campbellton,  Chatham,  Fredericton,  Moncton,  Edmundston,  St.  Stephen,  Woodstock  and 
Minto.  These  clinics  which  are  devoted  exclusively  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal 
disease  have  been  in  continual  operation. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  thirty-six  (1436)  individuals — five  hundred  and  sixty-five  (565) 
being  new  patients,  received  twenty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  (25,881)  treat¬ 
ments  during  the  past  year,  and  in  Saint  John  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (329)  suspects 
were  examined  and  found  free  of  infection.  In  addition  drugs  sufficient  for  the  administration 
of  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine  (889)  treatments  were  gratuitously  furnished  physicians  for 
indigent  cases  who  were  unable  to  attend  regular  clinics. 

Tables  showing  the  amount  of  work  performed  at  each  clinic  are  attached.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  We  have  had  36  cases 
of  notifiable  diseases  reported  from  the  first  day  of  November,  1937,  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
October,  1938,  inclusive,  with  14  deaths. 

Chickenpox. — Seven  cases  were  reported,  all  in  the  Town  of  Woodstock. 

Diphtheria. — We  have  not  had  a  case  of  diphtheria  reported. 

Epidemic  Influenza.' — We  have  not  had  a  case  reported  although  there  were  probably  several 
unreported  cases  in  the  Town  of  Woodstock. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — We  have  had  two  cases,  both  in  the  Parish  of  Northampton;  one  of 
these  cases  died. 

Measles. — We  have  not  had  any  cases  reported  and  there  were  very  few,  if  any. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Four  cases  were  reported,  two  in  Hartland  and  two  in  the  Town  of  Wood- 
stock,  one  of  the  cases  in  Woodstock  was  of  a  very  light  type. 

Tuberculosis. — Twenty-one  cases  were  reported;  two  at  the  Indian  Reserve  at  Lower  Wood- 
stock;  one  in  the  Town  of  Woodstock;  three  at  Florenceville;  one  in  Waterville;  one  at  Grafton; 
one  at  Juniper;  two  at  South  Johnville;  one  at  Simonds;  one  at  Peel;  one  at  Centreville;  four  at 
Bath;  one  at  Hartland;  one  at  Lindsay  and  one  at  Wicklow. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Only  one  case  of  typhoid  was  reported  ;  this  was  a  case  of  Para  Typhoid  B 
at  Deerville. 

Whooping  Cough. — One  case  was  reported  in  Wilmot;  the  patient  died. 

Inoculation  Clinics. — On  account  of  the  closure  of  schools  due  to  the  infantile  paralysis 
epidemic,  no  inoculation  clinics  were  carried  out. 
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Nuisances. — We  have  had  the  usual  number  of  nuisances  this  year,  but  have  had  extra 
trouble  with  slaughter  houses.  Dr.  Clarke,  the  District  Medical  Health  Officer,  has  done  every¬ 
thing  in  his  power  to  bring  the  slaughter  houses  in  Carleton  County  up  to  as  high  a  standard 
as  possible.  The  sanitary  inspectors  have  worked  hard  with  Dr.  Clarke  to  improve  conditions 
and  at  present  the  slaughter  houses  although  not  perfect  by  any  means,  are  in  much  better  con¬ 
dition  than  at  this  time  last  year. 

Brighton,  Hartland  and  Aberdeen  have  had  quite  a  lot  of  trouble  with  houses  not  being 
kept  in  good  condition  but  these  places  have  been  looked  after. 

Inspection  of  Camps — Lumber,  Construction,  Tourist. — All  tourist  and  lumber  camps 
in  the  different  parishes  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Hotels. — Ten  hotels  were  licensed.  The  sanitary  condition  of  these  came  within  the 
regulations. 

Water  and  Sewerage. — Samples  of  water  from  Bath,  Hartland  and  Woodstock  are  sent 
to  the  Department  of  Health  Laboratory  in  Saint  John  each  month.  Samples  from  wells  at 
Northampton,  Wilmot  and  Woodstock  were  also  sent  to  the  Laboratory  to  be  tested. 

Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff,  Generally. — This  work  has  been  carried  on 
as  usual.  In  the  spring  all  the  villages  and  towns  are  inspected  and  the  results  of  these  inspections 
are  put  in  books  for  that  purpose.  These  books  are  inspected  at  the  June  Meeting  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board.  At  this  time  all  hotels,  schools  and  station  houses  were  inspected  and  found 
to  be  in  good  condition.  All  our  sanitary  inspectors  have  been  very  diligent  in  looking  after 
all  nuisances  and  contagious  diseases.

General  Remarks. — The  Board  of  Health  has  issued  21  licenses  to  milk  dealers  and  17 
stores  were  licensed  to  sell  milk  and  five  slaughter  houses  were  licensed. 

General  conditions  have  been  good  in  this  Sub-District  during  the  year. 

The  members  of  the  Carleton  Sub-District  Board  of  Health  regret  the  loss  of  Dr.  George 
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O’Donnell  on  account  of  his  untimely  death.  Dr.  O’Donnell  was  interested  in  the  public  health 
program  of  the  Board  and  was  an  enthusiastic  and  willing  worker.  His  kindly  advice  and 
excellent  judgment  will  be  greatly  missed  at  the  Board  Meetings. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  Dr.  Wm.  Warwick,  Chief  Medical  Officer,  and  Dr.  A.  M.  Clarke, 
District  Medical  Health  Officer,  for  their  advice,  assistance  and  support  during  the  past  year. 
Dr.  Clarke  has  been  very  patient  and  tactful  in  dealing  with  the  many  questions  that  are  brought 
to  him  and  especially  in  connection  with  the  slaughter  houses.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  There  were  fifty  cases 
reported  as  compared  with  twenty-two  for  the  previous  year.  Eighteen  deaths  were  reported, 
fifteen  from  tuberculosis,  one  from  diphtheria,  one  from  epidemic  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  and 
one  from  infantile  paralysis. 

Diphtheria. — One  fatal  case  was  reported  from  the  Parish  of  Campobello,  being  the  first 
case  of  this  disease  reported  in  this  County  for  some  years.  The  child  had  not  been  immunized. 

Epidemic  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  .—One  case  and  one  death  were  reported  from  the  Town 
of  St.  George. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — Two  cases  were  reported,  one  from  the  Parish  of  Grand  Manan  and 
the  other,  a  fatal  case  in  an  adult  who  was  taken  ill  in  a  lumber  camp  in  the  Parish  of  Dumbarton. 

Scarlet  Fever. — One  case  was  reported  from  the  Parish  of  Pennfield.  For  the  previous  year 
two  cases  were  reported. 

Tuberculosis. — Nineteen  cases  were  reported  with  15  deaths  as  compared  with  eight  cases 
for  the  previous  year. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  no  cases  reported  during  the  year. 

Other  Notifiable  Diseases. — In  addition  to  the  cases  above  referred  to  there  were  two  cases 
of  whooping  cough  reported  from  the  Parish  of  Grand  Manan;  two  cases  of  mumps  from  the 
Town  of  St.  Andrew's  and  twenty-two  cases  of  measles  from  the  Parish  ot  Grand  Manan. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinics. — These  were  held  in  one  hundred  of  the  one  hundred 
and  three  schools  in  the  county.  Two  of  the  remainder  were  visited  last  year.  Eighteen  hundred 
and  nine  (1,809)  school  and  five  hundred  and  seventy  (570)  pre-school  children  completed  the 
course  of  three  inoculations.  An  additional  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  (283)  children  received 
one  and  two  doses  of  toxoid  many  of  whom  will  no  doubt  complete  the  course  at  their  physicians’ 
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offices.  Forty-nine  (49)  adults,  including  teachers,  were  also  immunized,  while  four  hundred 
and  forty-two  (442)  pupils  and  teachers  who  were  previously  immunized  requested  and  were 
given  1  cc.  doses. 

Nuisances. — Only  minor  nuisances  required  attention  during  the  year  and  all  were  satis¬ 
factorily  cleared  up. 

Inspection  of  Camps,  Lumber,  Construction,  Tourist,  Etc. — There  is  nothing  special 
to  report  in  this  connection. 

Hotels. — Eleven  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Water  And  Sewerage. — Nothing  to  report. 

Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff,  Generally. — The  work  of  sanitary  inspectors 
has  been  similar  to  that  of  former  years.  In  a  number  of  cases  monthly  returns  have  been 
rendered  regularly. 

Sub-deputy  registrars  for  the  various  towns  and  parishes  have  carried  on  as  in  former  years. 
In  addition  to  the  current  births,  marriages  and  deaths  there  have  been  recorded  during  the  past 
year  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (159)  births  which  occurred  prior  to  1920  and  had  not  been 
previously  recorded,  as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  (188)  for  the  previous  year. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — This  has  been  carried  on  as  formerly,  and  the  report 
of  the  inspectors  themselves  will  fully  cover  this  work. 

Closure  of  Houses. — None. 

Legal  Proceedings. — None. 

General  Remarks. — Nothing  other  than  what  has  been  reported  upon  requires  special 
mention  here  for  the  year  under  review.  The  Board  regrets  the  death  in  August  of  Mr.  John 
McGibbon  who  had  been  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Sub-Deputy  Registrar  for  the  Town  of  St. 
Stephen  since  1920.

Cases  of,  And  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  There  were  eighty-three 
(83)  cases  of  notifiable  disease&>reported  and  eight  (8)  deaths,  which  is  a  considerable  decrease 
from  the  previous  year. 

Chickenpox  accounted  for  fifty-three  of  the  cases  of  notifiable  disease,  and  was  the  only 
disease  epidemic  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — One  case  of  diphtheria  occurred,  the  patient  being  a  boy  aged  16  years  who 
had  never  had  toxoid.  He  was  hospitalized  and  recovered.  The  source  of  infection  was  a 
brother  who  was  proven  to  be  a  carrier,  and  a  tonsillectomy  was  necessary  to  clear  up  the  carrier 
state.  Both  of  these  boys  also  had  a  coincident  infectious  jaundice.  Several  rats  were  caught 
in  the  house  at  the  time,  but  we  were  unable  to  prove  spirochetes  to  be  the  cause  of  jaundice. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — One  case  which  was  fatal  was  reported. 

Measles. — The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  also  low,  five  (5)  cases  being  reported. 

Mumps. — Only  a  single  case  was  reported. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  was  ten  (10)  the  same  as  last  year. 
Nine  (9)  of  these  occurred  in  the  fall  of  1938  when  there  had  been  a  definite  increase  in  the  in¬ 
cidence  of  the  disease  in  Fredericton  and  York  County.  However,  there  was  no  epidemic  in 
Fredericton  as  the  cases  were  fairly  well  scattered  as  regards  time,  residence  and  school  attendance. 

Tuberculosis. — Eleven  (11)  cases  were  found  during  the  year  and  there  were  six  (6)  deaths. 

Glandular  fever  has  been  mildly  epidemic  this  fall,  but  is  not  a  notifiable  disease. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics. — Diphtheria  toxoid  immunization  clinics  were  held 
at  the  Normal  School  and  at  the  Well  Baby  Clinic,  Fredericton.  The  number  who  received 
three  (3)  inoculations  is  as  follows:

At  the  request  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer,  the  nursing  staff  and  other  help  at  Victoria 
Public  Hospital  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  because  of  the  outbreak  of  the  disease  at 
Halifax,  N.  S. 

Nuisances. — In  the  month  of  May  notices  are  inserted  in  the  local  press,  requesting  land¬ 
lords  and  tenants  to  clean  up  their  premises.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  then  made  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  City  with  frequent  re-inspections  to  certain  sections  during  the  summer  and 
fall  months.  In  most  cases  citizens  show  a  willingness  to  keep  their  premises  in  a  sanitary 
condition. 

Inspection  of  Camps,  Lumber,  Construction,  Tourist,  Etc. — There  are  no  lumber 
and  construction  camps  in  this  Sub-District.  There  are  two  tourist  camps  within  the  limits 
of  the  City,  both  frequently  inspected  and  maintained  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

Hotels. — Seven  (7)  hotels  were  inspected  and  licensed. 

Water  and  Sewerage. — All  new  dwellings  erected  have  been  promptly  connected  with 
city  water  and  sewerage  facilities. 

Work  of  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Staff,  Generally. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  has 
always  acted  promptly,  investigating,  placarding  and  disinfecting  for  notifiable  diseases  as  well 
as  making  frequent  inspections  of  dairies,  food  stores,  boarding  houses,  etc. 

The  Plumbing  Inspector  has  examined  eighty-two  (82)  plans  of  new  and  repair  work  and 
made  the  required  tests. 

The  Analyst  has  always  showed  a  willingness  to  test  milk  samples  promptly.  His  reports 
on  the  City  water  supply  show  frequent  tests  at  source  of  supply  as  well  as  from  taps  in  different 
sections  of  the  City. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  is  being  carried  on  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Cameron,  District  Medical 
Health  Officer. 

Closure  of  Houses.  One  (1)  house  was  ordered  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation  by  order  of 
the  District  Medical  Health  Officer. 

Legal  Proceedings. — Action  was  taken  against  a  patient  for  failure  to  continue  treatment 
for  venereal  disease.  A  conviction  was  obtained  and  the  patient  placed  under  treatment  again. 

General  Remarks.  The  Chairman  on  request  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Fredericton 
Town  Planning  Commission  in  an  advisory  capacity.  A  by-law  was  passed  by  the  City  requiring 
the  approval  of  the  District  Medical  Health  Officer  before  a  permit  is  granted  for  the  building 
of  any  house  in  a  locality  where  the  City  water  and  sewerage  is  not  available.  The  public  health 
is  one  of  the  many  important  considerations  in  Town  Planning.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  The  total  number  of 
notifiable  disease  cases  reported  for  the  entire  Sub-Health  District  of  Gloucester  County  includ¬ 
ing  the  Town  of  Bathurst  is  219  with  59  deaths,  an  increase  of  39  in  the  number  of  cases  over 
last  year  and  a  decrease  of  13  in  the  number  of  deaths. 

I  wish  to  impress  upon  you  the  imperative  necessity  of  increased  accommodation  for  tuber¬ 
culosis  cases;  that  we  have  at  least  100  cases  that  should  be  sent  to  sanatoriums  and  there  is 
no  accommodation  for  them.  The  councillors  of  Gloucester  County  will  not  sign  the  necessary 
forms  to  send  patients  to  sanatoriums;  they  claim  they  are  unable  to  pay  sanatorium  accounts 
now;  that  there  is  over  $30,000.00  due  the  sanatorium  at  West  Bathurst  by  the  Municipality 
of  Gloucester. 

Inoculation  Clinics  were  held  in  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Bathurst  and  in  the  Parish  of  Beres- 
ford.  A  total  of  1,071  were  inoculated,  486  being  pre-school  children  and  585  school  children. 
I  might  mention  that  we  have  some  difficulty  in  having  the  parents  bring  their  children  to  the 
clinics.  We  sent  out  press  notices  and  also  had  the  clergymen  announce  the  time  and  place 
where  clinics  were  to  be  held  and  requested  that  they  impress  upon  the  people  the  importance 
of  this  inoculation. 

Nuisances. — The  work  of  our  sanitary  inspectors  under  this  heading  is  satisfactory.  Each 
district  is  inspected  after  notices  in  French  and  English  have  been  posted  calling  upon  the  owners 
to  clean  up  their  yards  and  premises.  The  inspectors’  books  are  filled  in  and  returned  to  this 
office. 

Inspection  oj  Camps. — Lumber  and  Tourist  Camps. — It  has  been  impossible  to  obtain  sani¬ 
tary  inspectors  to  go  through  the  woods  and  up  the  rivers  to  inspect  lumber  camps.  This  service 
if  done  according  to  the  Act  would  cost  a  lot  of  money.  The  inspection  of  tourist  camps  is  a 
simple  matter  and  is  covered  by  our  sanitary  inspectors. 

Hotels. — We  beg  to  report  that  we  have  fifteen  hotels  inspected  by  our  sanitary  inspectors 
and  licensed  by  our  Board. 
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Water  and  Sewerage. — We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Town  of  Bathurst  has  at  last  in¬ 
stalled  a  chlorinating  plant.  Water  is  taken  from  Carter’s  Brook  and  is  now,  after  several 
analyses,  found  satisfactory  and  a  great  improvement  over  our  old  system. 

Plumbing  Regulations. — We  have  two  licensed  plumbers  in  the  Town  of  Bathurst  and  none 
outside  the  Town.  The  Town  plumbers  do  work  by  contract  outside  of  the  Town  proper. 

Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff,  Generally. — We  have  nine  parishes  in  Glouces¬ 
ter  County  and  in  the  larger  parishes  we  have  two  sanitary  inspectors  and  in  some  cases  three. 
Monthly  reports  on  forms  supplied  are  sent  to  this  office  at  the  end  of  each  month.  Placarding 
and  disinfecting  of  houses  has  prompt  attention.  We  keep  a  supply  of  sprayers  and  Izal  at 
Bathurst.  This  part  of  the  service  we  consider  is  well  organized  and  giving  satisfaction. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — This  will  be  reported  upon  by  our  Medical  Inspector 
of  Schools. 

Milk  Inspection. — In  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Bathurst  we  have  a  very  good  system  in 
effect  under  Dr.  G.  V.  Shaw,  Veterinary  Surgeon.  Milk  and  cattle  are  tested  and  checked  up. 
Inspection  is  made  monthly  of  cowsheds  and  premises  of  people  supplying  milk  and  cream. 
Licenses  are  issued  on  the  recommendation  of  our  Veterinary  Surgeon.  A  charge  of  fifty  cents 
is  made  for  each  license  per  year. 

Closure  of  Houses. — We  are  pleased  to  report  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  any 
houses. 

Legal  Proceedings. — We  are  pleased  to  report  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any 
legal  proceedings  this  year. 

Salaries. — All  our  sanitary  inspectors  are  paid  $27.00  per  year  except  the  Inspector  for 
Bathurst  Town,  Chief  of  Police  Russell,  his  remuneration  is  $150.00  per  annum  for  the  Town 
and  Parish  of  Bathurst. 

The  sub-deputy  registrars  receive  $45.00  per  annum  and  the  assistant  sub-deputy  regis¬ 
trars  $22.50  per  annum. 

Inspector  of  Dumps. — Fred  L.  Lavigne  at  an  allowance  of  $5.00  per  month.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  three  more  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  than  last  year,  with  two 
more  deaths.  Yet  we  did  not  have  any  epidemic  of  the  disease  and  the  cases  were  all  among 
children  who  refused  to  be  inoculated  or  whose  parents  through  neglect  or  ignorance  did  not 
deem  it  necessary.  This  is  a  sad  state  of  affairs  as  clinics  were  held  at  all  schools  and  certainly 
those  children  could  have  easily  been  protected.  It  is  encouraging,  nevertheless,  to  note  that 
parents  are  more  prompt  to  take  advantage  of  these  free  clinics.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future,  we  will  have  100%  of  our  children  protected. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — No  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported. 

Measles  and  Mumps  were  prevalent  during  the  year  but  again  are  not  reported. 

Scarlet  Fever. — We  had  seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported.  Naturally  a  larger  number 
of  cases  existed  but  were  not  reported,  this  being  due  to  the  mildness  of  the  disease  and  to  the 
fact  that  a  doctor  is  very  seldom  called  for  such  cases. 

Tuberculosis. — This  is  always  the  cause  of  a  large  number  of  deaths  in  Kent  County.  Doctor 
J.  A.  Melanson,  the  travelling  diagnostician  is  doing  very  good  work  in  the  field  and  every  year 
finds  many  new  cases.  Unfortunately,  beds  in  sanatoriums  are  not  always  available  so  that 
cases  often  pass  from  the  first  stage  into  the  second  before  they  are  admitted. 

Typhoid  Fever. — The  typhoids  were  all  isolated  cases  except  in  one  family  where  two  deaths 
occurred.  The  source  of  infection  in  chese  cases  was  traced  to  a  contaminated  spring  where 
the  family  was  taking  its  drinking  water.  A  case  of  typhoid  had  existed  in  that  family  during 
the  fall  of  the  year  and  the  excreta  from  this  case  was  emptied  without  any  disinfection  in  an 
old  shed.  In  :he  spring  of  the  year  when  soft  weather  began,  drainage  from  this  shed  was  going 
directly  into  the  spring,  explaining  the  new  cases  in  the  house.  This  should  serve  as  a  warning 
to  make  people  more  careful  about  drinking  supplies  and  especially  warn  them  of  the  danger 
of  unprotected  springs. 
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Whooping  Cough. — Only  one  case  of  whooping  cough  was  reported  and  this  happened  to 
be  a  death,  yet  we  know  that  hundreds  of  cases  of  this  disease  exist  every  year.  People  have 
the  idea  that  whooping  cough  is  without  importance,  but  it  is  known  that  the  complications 
of  this  disease  are  very  serious. 

Clinics. — Vaccination  clinics  were  held  in  different  centres  during  the  month  of  August 
with  the  number  of  166  vaccinated.  During  the  year  in  different  schools  853  were  vaccinated. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics. — Toxoid  was  administered  in  clinics  held 'in  the  spring 
and  fall  in  the  Parishes  of  Carleton,  Dundas,  St.  Marys,  St.  Paul,  Richibucto,  St.  Charles  and 
Wellington.  A  total  of  !;654  received  the  3  inoculations.

Water  and  Sewerage.— We  have  no  public  water  supply  in  Kent.  Samples  of  water 
were  taken  from  eight  different  wells  during  the  year  and  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  analysis. 
In  Richibucto  a  well  was  condemned  on  account  of  the  location  and  polluted  water. 

Nuisances. — Fifteen  (15)  nuisances  reported.  These  were  looked  after  by  the  different 
inspectors.  This  year  posters  were  put  up  on  wharves  during  the  fishing  season  to  the  effect 
that  all  fish  had  to  be  removed  within  24  hours.  This  eliminated  a  lot  of  complaints. 

Inspection  of  Camps,  Lumber,  Construction,  Tourist,  Etc. — We  have  tourist  cottages 
and  overnight  cabins  at  different  places  which  are  always  kept  in  good  condition. 

Hotels. — The  hotels  have  been  inspected  and  licensed. 

Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff,  Generally. — Three  hundred  and  fifty-one 
(351)  inspections  of  premises  were  reported  with  a  mileage  of  973.  Eight  houses  were  quaran¬ 
tined  and  28  houses  disinfected.  School  outbuildings  were  also  inspected. 

General  Remarks. — The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  in  extending  thanks  to  Dr.  Warwick, 
Chief  Medical  Officer  and  members  of  his  staff,  also  to  Dr.  J.  A.  Melanson,  D.P.H.,  Travelling 
Diagnostician,  for  his  effective  work  in  relation  to  tuberculosis,  also  to  the  local  doctors  for  their 
co-operation.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  Total  cases  reported  for 
the  year  were  fifteen.  Two  hundred  and  forty  were  reported  last  year. 

Diphtheria. — There  was  one  (1)  case.  This  was  from  the  Parish  of  Norton.  The  child 
had  not  been  toxoided. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  reported  in  Kings  Sub-District 
during  the  year. 

Influenza. — No  cases  were  reported  in  the  Sub- District. 

Measles. — There  were  no  cases  reported  to  the  Board,  although  there  were  probably  a 
number  occurring  throughout  the  County.  Much  difficulty  is  always  experienced  in  the  re¬ 
porting  of  this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Three  (3)  cases  were  reported  during  the  year — one  each  from  the  parishes 
of  Greenwich,  Norton  and  Rothesay.  There  were  no  deaths.  Last  year  there  were  four  (4) 
cases  reported. 

Tuberculosis. — Ten  (10)  new  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Last  year  there  were 
nine  (9)  new  cases  reported.  The  distribution  of  cases  this  year  was  as  follows:  Cardwell,  3; 
Hampton,  3;  Norton,  1;  Studholm,  1;  Sussex  Town,  1;  Greenwich,  1. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Two  cases  were  reported.  The  distribution  was  Hampton,  1 ;  Sussex  Town, 
1.  There  were  no  deaths.  Last  year  there  were  twenty-four  (24)  cases  reported  and  four  (4) 
deaths. 

Other  Diseases. — No  other  cases  of  notifiable  disease  were  reported. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinics. — Toxoid  clinics  were  held  at  each  individual  school- 
house  in  the  Parishes  of  Cardwell,  Hammond,  Hampton,  Norton,  Rothesay,  Upham,  Waterford 
and  Sussex.  One  hundred  and  thirty-five  (135)  pre-school,  559  school  children,  and  17  others 
were  given  the  course  of  three  (3)  inoculations,  making  a  total  of  711. 
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Work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff,  Generally. — The  sanitary  inspectors 
with  few  exceptions  have  given  as  efficient  service  as  can  be  expected  from  untrained  men.  Early 
spring  clean-up  notices  distributed  throughout  the  sub-district  continue  to  produce  satisfactory 
results. 

Again  the  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  Town 
of  Sussex  for  its  co-operating  with  the  Board’s  staff  in  the  spring  clean-up  within  the  Town. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — All  schools  in  the  Sub-District  were  inspected  by  the 
Medical  Inspector. 

Hotels. — Licensed  hotels  are  carrying  out  the  regulations  pertaining  thereto. 

Plumbing  and  Drainage. — Plumbing  regulations  are  being  observed  fairly  well.  Here 
it  must  be  noted  that  the  Sub-Health  District  of  Kings  has  not  as  yet  appointed  a  plumbing 
inspector  for  the  area. 

Inspection  of  Camps. — Tourist  camps  are  generally  in  sanitary  condition. 

Milk. —  Dealers  are  licensed  by  the  Board  and  the  premises  are  kept  in  good  sanitary 
condition. 

Water. — There  are  two  (2)  community  water  supplies  in  the  Sub-District,  one  in  Sussex 
Town  and  one  in  the  incorporated  village  of  Rothesay.  The  Town  of  Sussex  has  under  con¬ 
struction  at  the  present  time  a  modern  pre-treatment  and  filtration  plant  with  an  underground 
reinforced  concrete  reservoir  storage.  This  will  give  Sussex  the  most  modern  water  supply  in 
the  Maritime  Provinces.  The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  congratulate  the  Mayor 
and  Council  of  the  Town  on  this  forward  step  in  ensuring  a  pure  water  supply  for  the  Town. 

At  Rothesay  the  supply  is  supposed  to  be  chlorinated  but  the  Board  has  experienced  much 
difficulty  in  having  the  chlorination  continuous.  The  Board  feels  that  some  regulations  should 
be  established  to  enforce  this  measure  in  localities  where  chlorination  of  public  water  supplies 
is  necessary. 

Legal  Proceedings. — One  case  was  proceeded  with  during  the  year.  A  conviction  was 
secured  from  the  Magistrate’s  Court  and  a  fine  imposed. 

Closure  of  Houses. — None.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  The  total  number  of  cases 
reported  during  the  year  was  104  as  compared  with  143  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  32 
deaths  recorded;  3  from  diphtheria;  2  from  typhoid;  2  from  measles;  22  from  tuberculosis;  2 
from  epidemic  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  and  1  from  whooping  cough. 

Diphtheria. — Thirteen  cases  were  reported  as  follows:  2  at  Baker  Brook;  2  at  Edmundston; 
6  at  Riviere  Verte;  1  at  Ste.  Anne;  1  at  Notre  Dame  de  Lourdes  and  1  at  the  Parish  of  St.  Leonard. 

Measles. — Two  cases  reported  as  follows:  1  at  Edmundston  and  1  at  Ste.  Anne. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Fourteen  cases  were  reported  as  follows:  1  at  Parish  of  Madawaska;  3  at 
Edmundston;  5  at  St.  Basile;  1  at  Riviere  Verte  and  4  at  St.  Andre. 

Tuberculosis. — Forty-two  cases  were  reported  as  follows:  3  at  St.  Francis;  3  at  Claire;  4 
at  Baker  Lake;  2  at  Baker  Brook;  1  at  Madawaska  Parish;  8  at  Edmundston;  3  at  St.  Joseph; 
5  at  St.  Basile;  3  at  Riviere  Verte;  4  at  Ste.  Anne;  2  at  Notre  Dame  de  Lourdes;  1  at  St.  Leonard 
Parish  and  3  at  St.  Andre. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Twenty-six  cases  reported  as  follows:  11  at  Edmundston;  13  at  Ste.  Anne 
1  at  St.  Leonard  Town  and  1  at  St.  Andre. 

Other  Notifiable  Diseases. — There  was  one  infantile  paralysis  case  at  Edmundston,  also  one 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  one  mumps  and  one  chickenpox.  Two  other  epidemic  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis,  1  at  St.  Joseph  and  1  at  St.  Basile. 

Inoculation  Clinics. — The  following  are  the  figures  for  clinics  held  this  year:

Tuberculosis  Clinics. — A  number  were  held  in  the  Town  of  Edmundston  and  other  places 
in  this  County  by  Dr.  J.  E.  Paulin,  Travelling  Tuberculosis  Diagnostician,  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  L.  G.  Michaud,  Public  Health  Nurse,  as  their  reports  will  show. 
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Nuisances. — We  have  had  about  the  usual  number  of  nuisances  reported  this  year  and  all 
were  promptly  attended  to  by  our  sanitary  inspectors.  In  the  spring  posters  printed  in  French 
and  English  were  posted  in  towns  and  villages  directing  property  owners  what  they  should  do, 
and  the  result  of  the  spring  clean-up  was  very  satisfactory. 

Inspection  of  Camps. - Lumber,  Construction,  Tourist,  Etc. — Reports  on  tourist 

camps  from  sanitary  inspectors  show  that  all  of  these  were  in  fair  sanitary  condition.  As  regards 
jumber  camps  no  report  was  made. 

Hotels. — Twelve  were  inspected  by  sanitary  inspectors  and  on  their  recommendation  all 
of  them  were  licensed. 

Water  and  Sewerage. — All  plumbing  work  is  being  done  under  the  supervision  of  licensed 
plumbers. 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  sent  for  analysis  from  the  Town  of  Edmundston  and  St.  Leonard 
to  the  Bureau  of  Laboratories,  Saint  John,  show  the  water  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — See  report  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Richard,  Medical  Inspector  of 
Schools. 

Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff,  Generally. — Their  work  has  been  satisfactory. 
They  investigated  all  complaints  and  reported  upon  them. 

Closure  of  Houses. — None. 

Legal  Proceedings. — None. 

General  Remarks. — The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  Dr.  Wm.  Warwick, 
Chief  Medical  Officer,  and  his  staff,  Dr.  J.  P.  Richard,  District  Medical  Health  Officer,  and 
Dr.  Pio  H.  Laporte  of  our  Board,  for  their  kind  co-operation  and  services  rendered  at  all 
times. 

Although  we  are  sorry  to  have  lost  the  Hon.  Dr,  Pio  H.  Laporte  from  our  Board  we  never¬ 
theless  are  proud  to  realize  that  the  man  who  has  served  so  long  and  with  such  satisfaction  as 
a  member  of  our  Board  has  been  chosen  as  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Labour  for  this  Province, 
a  position  which  this  Board  can  well  realize  he  has  fully  merited  and  is  amply  qualified  to  fill.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases.  Table  I.  There  were  421  cases 
with  41  deaths.  The  increase  in  the  cases  reported  is  accounted  for  by  epidemics  of  mumps 
in  the  Town  of  Newcastle;  scarlet  fever  in  the  Town  of  Chatham  and  Village  of  Blackville. 
Last  year  170  cases  and  49  deaths  were  reported. 

Chickenpox. — Thirty-one  (31)  cases  were  reported;  twenty-six  of  these  were  from  the  Village 
of  McKinleyville. 

Diphtheria. — Seven  (7)  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  with  four  deaths;  one  of  the  latter 
was  an  adult  who  came  to  her  home  on  vacation.  She  was  ill  when  she  arrived  and  seven  days 
later  succumbed  to  the  disease.  Three  of  the  cases  and  deaths  were  children  under  three  years 
of  age.  Throat  cultures  of  contacts  in  four  of  the  cases  proved  infection  was  received  from 
other  members  of  the  household.  No  positive  source  of  infection  was  determined  in  the  other 
cases.  None  of  those  affected  with  the  disease  had  been  immunized. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — One  case  of  this  disease  appeared  in  the  County  this  year,  paralysis 
being  present.  The  patient  improved  while  in  the  hospital  after  serum  was  administered. 
Reports  of  the  case  since  leaving  the  hospital  tell  of  continued  improvement. 

Measles. — Two  cases  of  measles  were  reported. 

Mumps. — An  epidemic  of  mumps  occurred  in  Newcastle  Town.  Two  hundred  (200)  cases 
were  reported. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Early  in  January  scarlet  fever  appeared  in  the  Village  of  Blackville  and 
continued  to  be  reported  until  the  last  of  March.  There  were  thirty-eight  (38)  cases  but  no 
deaths.  This  epidemic  was  difficult  to  combat.  Families  affected  were  reported  not  keeping 
quarantine,  although  no  positive  proof  could  be  ascertained. 
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Thirty-two  (32)  cases  were  reported  from  the  Town  of  Chatham  with  one  death.  The 
first  case,  a  child  of  pre-school  age,  was  reported  in  April;  no  source  of  infection  could  be  found. 
Four  weeks  later  four  cases  were  found  in  school  children  living  at  the  County  Home,  possibly 
contacts  of  a  child  absent  from  school  sick.  These  cases  were  investigated  by  Dr.  Loggie,  and 
found  with  the  disease  well  advanced.  These  were  followed  by  five  (5)  cases  reported  before 
the  summer  vacation;  one  of  the  latter  died.  The  disease  appeared  again  after  school  reopened 
and  continued  to  be  reported  until  a  positive  throat  was  discovered  in  a  school  child.  This 
case  is  now  quarantined. 

Eleven  (11)  cases  were  reported  from  Barryville,  in  two  families  and  four  cases  from 
Blissfield.  The  other  cases  were  sporadic  with  no  definite  connection. 

Tuberculosis . — Sixty-nine  (69)  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  reported  this  year.  Fifty-two 
(52)  of  these  were  from  rural  areas.  There  were  in  all  34  deaths  of  residents  ascribed  to  tuber¬ 
culosis. 

Typhoid  Fever. —  Fourteen  cases  (14)  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  with  two  deaths.  One 
of  the  deaths  occurred  in  a  Moncton  hospital  late  in  1937;  the  case  a  resident  of  this  County  and 
reported  last  year,  received  the  infection  here.  The  other  death  which  occurred  in  Chatham 
is  supposed  to  have  received  the  infection  in  another  County,  where  the  party  was  employed. 
Four  of  the  cases  in  one  family  were  infected  from  polluted  well  water  which  supply  was  shut 
off.  Two  in  another  family  were  infected  from  impure  water  on  their  own  premises.  This 
supply  was  made  safe  when  changes  ordered  by  Dr.  Loggie  were  followed.  Two  others  are 
believed  to  have  been  infected  from  drinking  water  while  picking  berries.  Two  in  another 
family,  the  first  contracted  the  disease  drinking  impure  water  and  the  second  case  received 
infection  from  the  first.  The  source  of  infection  in  the  other  cases  was  not  definitely  established. 

Diphtheria  Inoculation  Clinics. — Diphtheria  inoculation  clinics  were  conducted  by 
Dr.  Loggie  at  South  Nelson,  Loggieville,  Douglastown,  Rogersville,  Blackville,  Quarryville, 
Bryenton,  Chatham  Head,  and  in  the  Towns  of  Newcastle  and  Chatham;  also  in  the  lower 
section  of  the  County  clinics  were  held  at  Baie  Ste.  Anne,  including  Portage  River,  Escuminac, 
Eel  River,  Hardwicke,  Bay  du  Vin,  Auburnville  and  Bay  Side,  on  south  side  of  the  river,  and 
at  New  Jersey,  Burnt  Church,  Barryville,  Bartibogue  Bridge,  The  Willows,  Riviere  Des  Caches, 
Neguac,  Fair  Isle,  Grattan,  Tabusintac,  with  adjoining  settlements  on  the  north  side  of  the  river. 
This  latter  clinic  completed  the  parishes  of  Hardwicke  and  Alnwick.

Nuisances. — One  hundred  and  five  (105)  nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year.  They 
were  the  usual  type,  dirty  premises;  pig  pens  too  near  dwellings,  dumping  of  fish  waste  on  land 
and  leaving  it  uncovered;  animals  not  buried;  disposal  of  refuse  in  unauthorized  places.  All 
were  satisfactorily  corrected. 

Inspection  of  Camps,  Lumber,  Construction,  Tourist,  Etc. — Four  reports  on  lumber 
camps  have  been  received,  all  in  good  condition.  There  are  others  far  removed  from  the  in¬ 
habited  areas,  and  unless  some  provision  is  made  by  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Mines  for 
their  inspection,  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  the  sanitary  inspectors  to  undertake  the  work 
for  the  salary  now  paid  them. 

Sixteen  tourist  camps  were  inspected  and  found  sanitary  and  in  good  order. 

Hotels  and  Lodging  Houses. — Seventeen  hotels  and  two  lodging  houses  were  inspected 
and  recommended  for  license. 
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Water  and  Sewerage. — Routine  examinations  of  public  water  supplies  in  the  towns 
have  been  continued.  Three  supplies  in  rural  areas  were  found  not  safe  and  one  of  them  was 
permanently  closed.  Improvements  were  made  in  the  other  two,  as  proved  after  examinations 
were  made  and  the  water  was  found  pure.  The  matter  of  a  chlorination  plant  for  the  Town 
of  Chatham  has  been  strongly  recommended  to  the  Town  Council  by  Dr.  Loggie  and  is  now  under 
consideration. 

Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors. — Spring  and  fall  patrol  insepction  also  the  monthly  reports 
of  sanitary  inspectors  show  that  they  travelled  1,997  miles.  In  areas  where  contagious  disease 
appeared  they  quarantined  89  dwellings  and  disinfected  121  dwellings  and  schools.  This 
service  is  now  well  organized  and  effectually  carried  out. 

The  bacterial  and  butter  fat  examination  of  public  milk  supplies  was  extended  to  some  of 
the  villages  this  year.  A  larger  number  of  milk  vendors  were  licensed  this  year.  This  service 
rendered  by  the  Board  is  producing  good  results. 

Each  year  a  keener  understanding  and  desire  for  more  knowledge,  relating  to  the  various 
public  health  services  is  apparent.  This  fact  is  gleaned  from  the  ever  increasing  inquiries  relative 
to  the  different  services  rendered  by  this  Board. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — In  this  connection  we  are  pleased  to  report  continued 
improvement  in  schools  and  out-buildings.  The  inspection  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  the 
contact  with  the  school  trustees  and  teachers  has  brought  this  about.  Some  follow-up  work 
connected  with  this  service  has  been  done  by  the  Red  Cross  Society  in  Chatham  and  Newcastle, 
also  the  I.O.D.E.  in  Chatham. 

Closure  of  Houses. — Two  houses  were  closed  this  year.  One  was  later  re-opened  when 
most  needed  improvements  were  made  pending  final  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  spring. 

Legal  Proceedings. — None. 

General  Remarks. — It  is  with  very  sincere  regret  we  refer  to  the  passing  of  Hon.  W.  F. 
Roberts,  the  first  Minister  of  Health  in  this  Province.  He  held  a  foremost  place  among  the 
Public  Health  administrators  of  the  Dominion.  It  is  but  fitting  that  we  should  place  on  record 
the  very  valuable  service  rendered  to  the  Province  in  his  establishment  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  which  work  in  the  beginning  was  of  a  preparatory  and  tentative  nature  and  has  ex¬ 
tended  to  its  present  dimensions  of  efficiency. 

Dr.  Warwick,  in  submitting  this  report  as  Secretary,  may  I  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  valuable  assistance  accorded  me  by  yourself  on  many  occasions. 

I  wish  also  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  Dr.  Loggie  for  his  advice  and  kind  consideration 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their  support  and  co-operation.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I. 

Diphtheria . — There  were  18  cases  of  diphtheria,  17  of  which  occurred  in  an  outbreak  at 
Bronson  Settlement  in  November,  1937.  This  outbreak  was  of  rapid  onset,  all  cases  developing 
within  a  space  of  two  or  three  days.  A  supply  of  antitoxin  was  rushed  to  the  area  and  with  the 
assistance  of  Dr.  H.  E.  Baird  of  Chipman,  each  case  was  given  a  large  dose  of  antitoxin  and 
every  adult  and  child  in  the  settlement  was  given  a  prophylactic  dose  of  1000  units.  The  spread 
of  the  disease  was  arrested  and  no  secondary  cases  developed. 

The  apparent  cause  of  this  outbreak  was  the  visit  to  the  area  of  a  woman  and  child  from 
another  part  of  the  Province.  This  child  had  had  an  attack  of  “bad  sore  throat,”  before  coming 
to  Bronson  with  no  medical  attention.  Cases  of  diphtheria  developed  in  every  house  visited 
by  the  child. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  2  cases  both  of  which  were  fatal. 

Inoculation  Clinics. — Four  clinics  were  held  during  the  year  in  Cambridge,  Waterboro, 
Chipman  and  Canning  areas  respectively.  There  were  764  children  of  school  age,  108  pre-school, 
and  7  others,  making  a  total  of  879  to  receive  the  inoculation  (3  doses). 

Nuisances,  Inspection  of  Camps,  Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors. — This  year  the  Board 
established  a  different  system,  appointing  more  sanitary  inspectors,  thus  dividing  the  areas, 
more  evenly,  and  it  has  worked  out  much  more  satisfactorily,  especial'y  in  some  districts. 

Hotels. — Nine  Hotels  were  licensed  by  the  Board. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — The  schools  have  all  been  inspected. 

Closure  of  Houses. — No  houses  were  closed  by  the  Board. 

General  Remarks. — There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  every  way  in  the  working 
of  this  Board  over  previous  years.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases.— Table  I.  There  were  one  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  cases  reported  this  year,  as  compared  with  five  hundred  and  sixty-one  for  last 
year.  The  large  number  for  year  1936-37  was  due  to  a  mild  epidemic  of  influenza.  This  year 
the  greater  number  of  cases  are  tuberculosis  and  scarlet  fever. 

Diphtheria. — Six  cases  with  one  death;  last  year  there  were  five  cases  with  two  deaths. 

Epidemic  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis. — One  case  with  one  death  was  reported  this  year. 
There  were  no  cases  last  year. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — The  County  of  Restigouche  this  year  was  not  as  fortunate  as  last. 
This  year  we  have  to  report  twelve  cases  with  two  adult  deaths.  Of  these  there  were  two  cases 
and  one  adult  death  in  the  Town  of  Campbellton  and  two  cases  with  no  deaths  in  the  Town  of 
Dalhousie.  The  remaining  eight  cases  were  scattered  in  the  different  parishes  throughout  the 
County  with  one  adult  death  in  the  Parish  of  Dalhousie. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Forty-six  cases  were  reported  this  year  with  no  deaths;  last  year  we  had 
thirty-five  cases  with  two  deaths.  Forty  of  the  cases  this  year  were  in  the  Town  of  Campbellton. 

Tuberculosis. — Sixty-four  cases  with  twenty-nine  deaths  were  reported  this  year.  Fifty- 
four  cases  were  reported  last  year. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Ten  cases  were  reported  with  no  deaths;  last  year  there  were  twelve  cases 
with  two  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. — One  case  was  reported  with  one  death;  no  cases  were  reported  last  year. 
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Inoculation  Clinics. — Our  District  Medical  Health  Officer  held  clinics  at  which  1,005  children 
received  the  complete  toxoid  inoculation,  summarized  as  follows:

Nuisances. — Notices  were  posted  in 

the  towns  for  the 

annual  clean-up 

with  good  results. 

There  were  the  usual  number  of  nuisances  and  of  the  same  nature.  In  some  cases  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  threatened  and  the  offending  parties  were  made  to  understand  we  meant  business, 
then  matters  were  attended  to  without  delay. 

Inspection  of  Camps,  Lumber,  Constructuon,  Tourist,  Etc. — Tourist  camps  in  the 
County  were  inspected  by  sanitary  inspectors  and  found  in  fair  sanitary  condition. 

I  have  not  received  any  complaints. 

We  did  receive  several  complaints  about  lumber  camps  not  being  in  proper  sanitary  con¬ 
dition.  These  cases  were  investigated  and  reported  on  by  respective  sanitary  inspectors.  Some 
complaints  as  usual  were  groundless;  others,  on  account  of  the  winter  being  so  far  advanced, 
very  little  could  be  done.  These  parties  were  advised  that  if  these  camps  were  used  in  future 
their  sanitary  condition  must  be  improved.  I  do  not  see  how  sanitary  conditions  in  many  of 
the  small  jobber  camps  will  improve,  until  some  better  arrangements  are  made  to  have  them 
properly  inspected  and  at  the  right  time. 

Hotels. — Twenty  hotels  were  inspected  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  on  their  recommenda¬ 
tion  licenses  were  granted. 

Water  and  Sewerage. — Samples  of  water  from  the  Town  of  Campbellton  supply  which 
have  again  been  sent  regularly  during  the  past  year  to  the  Bureau  of  Laboratories  at  Saint  John 
for  analysis,  show  considerable  pollution.  This  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Town  authorities  warning  them  of  the  unsanitary  condition  of  the  water,  as  shown  by  analysis. 
Although  there  has  been  considerable  discussion  in  and  out  of  Council  nothing  definite  has  yet 
been  done  in  this  matter. 

In  the  Town  of  Dalhousie  excellent  results  were  obtained  in  connection  with  improving 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  water.  When  the  unsanitary  condition  of  the  water  was  explained 
and  understood  by  the  Town  authorities  they  decided  without  delay  to  install  two  chlorinating 
units  as  the  water  is  taken  from  two  separate  sources.  These  units  began  operating  early  in  the 
month  of  September  and  with  satisfactory  results. 

Considerable  sewerage  work  was  also  done  in  the  Town  of  Dalhousie  during  the  past  year, 
a  good  number  of  houses  being  connected  with  sewer  system  which  was  badly  needed.  On  the 
whole  we  consider  that  Dalhousie  has  made  a  great  deal  of  sanitary  improvements  this  year  and 
is  to  be  congratulated  for  having  accomplished  so  much  in  such  a  short  time. 

Mr.  Wm.  A  Gallop,  Plumbing  Inspector,  reports  considerable  plumbing  work  done  during 
the  past  year  under  his  inspection. 

Work  of  Sanitary  and  Food  Inspectors. — The  work  done  by  our  Sanitary  Inspectors 
on  the  whole  has  been  very  satisfactory;  they  always  attend  promptly  to  any  matters  that  are 
brought  to  their  attention.  The  improved  regulations  regarding  production  and  handling  of 
milk  for  the  Town  of  Campbellton  has  proved  very  beneficial,  but  there  still  remains  room  for 
further  improvement.  We  were  hoping  to  have  regulations  passed  this  year  requiring  that  all 
milk  used  or  sold  for  domestic  purposes  in  the  Town  of  Campbellton  be  pasteurized  beginning 
with  the  year  1939,  but  up  to  the  present  time  no  definite  decision  has  been  arrived  at. 
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In  the  Town  of  Dalhousie  the  handling  of  raw  milk  by  the  producers  has  been  greatly  im¬ 
proved  this  year.  Mrs.  Marion  Clifford  of  Dalhousie  was  appointed  Food  Inspector  for  the 
Town.  This  appointment  has  proved  satisfactory  and  very  favorable  results  have  been  given 
since  her  appointment. 

On  the  approval  of  J.  Arthur  Roy,  V.S.,  Campbellton  Food  Inspector,  seventy-four  milk 
licenses  were  issued  to  producers  and  vendors  for  the  Town  of  Campbellton  and  on  the  approval 
of  Mrs.  Marion  Clifford,  Food  Inspector  of  the  Town  of  Dalhousie,  sixteen  milk  licenses  were 
issued  to  producers  and  vendors  for  Dalhousie. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — For  further  information  on  this  subject  see  report  of 

the  Inspector  which  will  fully  cover  this  work.

No  complaints  regarding  the  condition  of  outbuildings  and  grounds  in  connection  with  the 
schools  were  received,  which  shows  the  sanitary  inspectors  looked  after  this  part  of  their  work. 

Closure  of  Houses. — None. 

Legal  Proceedings. — In  a  few  cases  we  were  obliged  to  threaten  legal  action  for  neglecting 
to  comply  with  sanitary  regulations.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  During  the  year  196  cases 
of  notifiable  disease  were  reported,  91  of  which  were  tuberculosis.  There  were  no  widespread 
epidemics  this  year,  hence  the  small  number  of  reported  cases.  Last  year,  due  to  epidemics 
of  measles,  mumps  and  influenza,  4,533  cases  were  reported.  There  were  42  deaths  this  year 
as  compared  to  67  deaths  in  1937. 

Diphtheria. — Seven  cases  were  recorded,  one  case  occurring  in  November,  1937,  and  two 
each  in  December,  January  and  October.  Two  of  the  seven  were  adults.  One  child  died  but 
this  death  occurred  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Secondary  cases  occurred  in  two  instances. 
None  of  the  cases  had  been  previously  immunized. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — Five  cases  were  reported  in  November,  1937,  representing  the  end  of 
the  epidemic  which  began  in  September  of  that  year. 

Measles. — Eleven  cases  only  were  reported.  In  1937,  1,066  cases  and  4  deaths  were  recorded. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Eighteen  cases  were  reported  distributed  over  six  of  the  twelve  months. 
During  October  there  was  an  increase  in  reported  cases  with  secondary  cases  occurring  more 
frequently  than  in  previous  months. 

Tuberculosis. — Ninety-one  (91)  cases  were  reported.  There  were  38  deaths  of  City  and 
County  residents  which  represents  a  mortality  rate  for  the  Sub-District  of  56.1  compared  to 
76.6  for  last  year. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Ten  cases  and  four  deaths  were  reported.  Four  of  the  ten  cases  occurred 
in  the  City,  three  of  whom  were  children.  Three  cases  were  institutional  carrier  infections, 
all  of  which  died;  the  other  death  was  a  county  case  which  died  in  hospital.  No  two  other  cases 
had  a  common  source. 

Other  Notifiable  Diseases. — Fifty-two  cases  of  chickenpox  were  reported,  nearly  half  of  which 
occurred  in  March. 
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Water  and  Sewerage. — During  the  months  of  August  and  September,  many  complaints 
were  received  respecting  a  chlorinous  taste  in  the  Spruce  Lake  water.  Due  to  the  unusually 
large  amounts  of  animal  and  vegetable  matter  present  in  the  water  during  these  months  it  was 
necessary  to  increase  the  chlorine  dosage  considerably  above  that  of  the  corresponding  months 
last  year  in  order  to  obtain  satisfactory  laboratory  tests.  With  the  onset  of  cooler  weather 
the  condition  rectified  itself,  but  in  order  to  prevent  any  such  recurrence  in  the  future,  the  City 
obtained  from  the  Ontario  Department  of  Health  the  services  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Berry,  Director  of 
the  Sanitary  Engineering  Division  of  that  Department,  to  survey  the  Saint  John  water  systems. 

Dr.  Berry  submitted  a  detailed  report  of  his  findings  with  recommendations  for  the  control 
of  taste.  These  will  be  implemented  in  time  to  control  any  taste  problems  which  might  arise 
next  summer. 

Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff ,  Generally. — The  Chief  Inspector  made  92  special 
inspections.  He  investigated  and  reported  upon  91  cases  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases; 
made  285  miscellaneous  calls;  put  up  8  “No  Dump”  signs.  He  inspected  all  hotels  in  the  City 
and  County  of  Saint  John  and  granted  license  to  same  and  inspected  premises  in  the  City  of 
Saint  John  where  poultry  is  kept. 

The  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  City  of  Saint  John  made  3,482  inspections  of  houses, 
yards  and  premises  and  issued  715  notices  to  clean  and  make  repairs;  inspected  10  poultry  houses; 
had  9  dead  cats  removed  from  streets.  He  inspected  59  stables  and  had  several  manure  bins 
rebuilt  and  covered,  and  made  weekly  inspections  of  public  dumps. 

The  sanitary  inspectors  in  the  County  of  Saint  John  have  attended  to  inspections  in  their 
different  areas  and  reported  monthly  on  notifiable  diseases.

Legal  Proceedings. — One  case  concerning  an  unlicensed  man  installing  plumbing  contrary 
to  Regulation  264  of  the  Regulations  re  Examination  and  Licensing  of  Plumbers  and  Regulation 
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220  of  the  Plumbing  and  Drainage  Regulations  of  the  Minister  of  Health.  This  case  was  taken 
before  the  Court  in  the  Parish  of  Lancaster,  June  14,  1938,  and  conviction  obtained  against  the 
man. 

The  Dairy  and  Food  Inspector  reports  that  three  of  the  pasteurizing  plants  are  inspected 
twice  daily,  two  daily  and  the  one  in  County  of  Saint  John  at  various  times  during  the  month; 
that  the  milk  train  is  inspected  twice  daily;  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  (278)  inspections 
were  made  in  Kings  County;  one  hundred  and  four  (104)  inspections  were  made  in  the  County 
of  Saint  John;  thirteen  (13)  inspections  were  made  in  Queens  County. 

Four  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (4,558)  butter  fat  tests  were  made  by  men  at 
the  Dairies  and  Government  Inspectors  and  checked  by  ones  made  at  Provincial  Laboratory. 
One  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  tests  were  made  at  the  Provincial  Laboratory  for  bacterial  counts. 
The  City  Market  receives  inspections  at  different  times  during  the  day.

That  he  made  155  visits  to  the  two  slaughter  houses  where  863  cattle,  1,423  calves,  9,680 
sheep  and  182  swine  were  slaughtered. 

The  Assistant  Food  Inspector  reports  as  follows: 

These  inspections  include  a  variety  of  businesses  such  as  grocery  stores,  meat  shops,  fish 
markets,  candy  kitchens,  drug  stores,  confectionery,  dairy  and  fruit  shops,  together  with  bakeries 
restaurants,  lunch  counters  and  lunch  wagons. 

In  the  City  proper,  540  places  were  inspected  and  in  East  Saint  John  21;  West  Saint  John, 
75;  Fairville,  25;  Milford,  3;  Randolph  Road,  1;  Pleasant  Point,  1;  and  Millidgeville,  2. 

Total  number  of  places  inspected,  668;  number  of  visits  made  during  the  period  named 
above,  2,526;  milk  permits  issued  during  the  period  named  above,  481. 

Remarks. — Monthly  reports  of  the  inspections,  districts  covered  and  existing  conditions 
were  submitted  for  each  Board  Meeting. 

Eight  complaints  were  registered,  promptly  investigated,  cleared  up  and  reported  upon. 
Three  concerning  odor  from  cellars  were  referred  to  Mr.  McConnell  and  Mr.  Kelly. 

On  October  31st  two  candy  shops,  one  home  bakery  and  French  pastry  shop  were  given 
three  days’  notice  to  comply  with  regulations.  These  will  be  reported  upon  during  the  month 
of  November. 

Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  relative  to  covering  goods,  etc.,  have  been  well  observed; 
occasional  carelessness  has  been  rectified  after  special  inspections.

There  is  an  increase  of  624  in  the  total  attendance  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  over  total  at¬ 
tendance  of  the  previous  year. 

In  May,  1938,  the  Valcartier  Chapter  I.O.D.E.  became  associated  with  the  Board  of  Health 
Baby  Clinics  providing  a  Pediatrician  to  examine  the  children  weekly.  The  members  of  the 
Chapter  supplied  a  car  each  week  to  convey  mothers  and  babies  from  their  homes  to  clinics 
and  when  necessary  to  convey  children  from  clinics  to  the  General  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Two  members  of  the  Chapter  assisted  with  records,  distribution  of  cod  liver  oil  and  weighing 
of  the  babies. 

This  assistance  has  proved  most  valuable  in  furthering  the  success  of  our  work.  Through 
this  service  many  faulty  diets  have  been  corrected  and  physical  defects  have  been  remedied 
which  never  would  have  been  taken  care  of  otherwise,  all  of  which  helped  to  lower  the  death  rate 
among  infants  and  pre-school  age  children.  I  therefore  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  ex¬ 
pressing  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  service  given  us  by  the  Valcartier  Chapter  I.O.D.E. 

Posters  have  been  procured  for  North  End  and  West  End  Baby  Clinics. 

As  in  the  past  the  Women’s  Institute  and  Board  of  Health  supplied  cod  liver  oil;  the  Local 
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Council  of  Women,  free  milk;  the  Women’s  Hospital  Aid,  lactic  acid  and  Mead’s  Cereal;  the 
Loyalist  Chapter  I.O.D.E.,  baby  carriage  fly  screens  and  napkins,  all  of  which  have  been  a  very 
great  help  in  keeping  the  death  rate  down. 

The  usual  monthly  visits  were  made  to  the  following  Institutions:  Children’s  Aid  Shelter, 
Britain  Street  Home  and  St.  Vincent’s  Infants’  Home.

School  Nurses. — The  School  Nurses  report  as  follows: 

The  work  of  the  nurses  has  been  carried  along  in  the  usual  routine  and  in  assisting  the 
Medical  Inspector  of  Schools,  Dr.  Bustin,  with  the  examination  of  school  children  in  the  twenty- 
four  City  schools,  six  suburban  schools  and  thirty-eight  rural  schools  and  four  institutions. 
When  a  parent  was  not  present  at  the  medical  examination  and  a  pupil  was  found  suffering  from 
some  physical  handicap,  a  nurse  called  at  the  home  to  urge  the  parents  to  obtain  further  medical 
advice.  Some  of  the  homes  visited  were  in  a  pitiful  condition,  lacking  the  bearest  necessities 
of  decent  living.  The  wonder  is  that  although  malnutrition  is  very  evident  that  it  is  not  worse 
and  that  the  cleanliness  of  the  children,  although  far  from  the  desirable,  is  as  good  as  it  is. 

Two  children  were  recommended  to  the  Maritime  School  for  the  Deaf,  one  having  already 
been  admitted.  The  parents  refused  to  send  the  other  child. 

The  Eye  Clinic  was  again  conducted  by  Dr.  Hayes.  There  were  seven  clinics  at  which 
fifty-four  children  attended;  forty-two  were  supplied  with  glasses,  six  of  these  were  for  children 
who  had  worn  their  glasses  for  a  number  of  years  and  consequently  had  outgrown  their  first  outfit. 
Repairs  were  made  for  twenty-seven  during  the  year.  Dr.  Hayes,  on  request,  also  saw  several 
children  at  bis  office  and  made  arrangements  at  the  hospital  for  operations  for  some  children 
with  marked  squint.  Five  children  were  recommended  for  the  Blind  School.  Three  of  these 
did  not  go  due  to  the  opposition  of  their  parents.  (It  is  unfortunate  that  a  law  has  not  been 
proclaimed  that  will  compel  the  parents  to  send  these  handicapped  children  to  institutions  where 
they  would  be  given  training  to  fit  them  for  future  usefulness  and  happiness,  instead  of  a  future 
of  public  dependency.) 

Legal  Proceedings. — One  case  of  an  unlicensed  plumber  was  taken  before  the  Court, 
the  Board  won  its  case. 

Closure  of  Houses. — There  were  ten  (10)  houses  closed  by  the  Board  as  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 

The  office  staff  recorded  1,323  births,  482  marriages  and  686  deaths;  received  complaints 
of  insanitary  conditions;  received  and  filed  reports  of  Inspectors;  received  notices  of  notifiable 
diseases;  received  and  replied  to  all  correspondence.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  There  were  15  cases  of 
notifiable  disease  reported  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — One  case  occurred.  This  was  a  young  man  who  did  not  procure  medical  attention 
until  the  onset  of  paralysis,  after  the  acute  stage  of  the  disease  was  over.  He  was  hospitalized 
and  recovered.  He  had  never  received  toxoid. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Eight  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  On  two  occasions  there  were 
two  cases  in  one  family. 

Tuberculosis. — Only  four  cases  were  found  during  the  year  compared  with  18  cases  the 
previous  year.  A  tuberculosis  survey  of  the  Indians  on  the  Oromocto  Reserve  was  carried  out. 
hut  the  report  is  not  yet  completed. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  a  family  at  Tracy.  One  of  these 
was  a  secondary  case.  All  contacts  were  given  typhoid  vaccine. 

The  five  deaths  from  notifiable  disease  were  all  due  to  tuberculosis. 

Inoculation  Clinics. — This  year  diphtheria  toxoid  clinics  were  held  at  all  schools  in 
the  Parishes  of  Maugerville,  Sheffield  and  Northfield.  Toxoid  clinics  have  now  been  held  in 
all  parts  of  Sunbury  County  since  1935,  and  parents  have  had  an  opportunity  to  have  their 
children  protected  against  diphtheria  in  this  way.

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Water  and  Sewerage. — I  have  a  monthly  report  from  the  sanitary  inspector  on  water 
supplied  to  the  residents  of  Fredericton  Junction.  In  the  month  of  March,  a  sample  sent  to 
Saint  John  for  analysis  on  examination  found  no  cause  for  complaint.  This  is  generally  the  worst 
month  for  cause  on  account  of  the  overflow  of  water.

Nuisances. — The  sanitary  inspectors  made  their  usual  spring  visits.  Places  that  were 
not  up  to  the  regulations  were  ordered  cleaned  up  and  the  people  tried  to  make  their  places  look 
as  clean  as  possible  with  the  exception  of  the  mining  district  in  Minto,  which  is  now  under  in¬ 
spection. 

Inspection  of  Camps.  The  report  to  me  is  that  all  lumber  and  tourist  camps  are  in  good 
condition. 

Hotels.  The  two  hotels  in  the  Sub-District  of  Sunbury  were  inspected  and  licensed  for 
the  year  1938. 

Closure  of  Houses. — One  house  was  closed  in  the  Sub-Health  District  of  Sunbury  for 
cause. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — All  schools  in  Sunbury  County  but  four  were  visited 
by  the  Medical  Inspector  of  Schools.  A  large  number  of  children  were  vaccinated  against  small¬ 
pox,  as  many  schools  had  not  been  visited  since  the  death  of  Dr.  G.  W.  Bailey  who  formerly 
did  this  work. 

General  Remarks. — Together  with  Dr.  H.  L.  Logan,  District  Medical  Health  Officer  of 
Queens  County,  Dr.  Cameron  carried  out  a  Housing  Survey  of  all  miners’  homes  in  the  Minto 
district.  Their  report  has  been  submitted  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  We  have  had  forty-four 
cases  of  notifiable  disease  reported  from  the  first  day  of  November,  1937,  to  the  first  day  of 
November,  1938,  with  fourteen  deaths. 

Chickenpox. — Nine  cases  were  reported,  eight  of  them  in  two  families  at  Wapske. 

Diphtheria. — We  are  pleased  to  report  for  the  third  year  no  cases  of  diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Eight  cases  were  reported,  all  in  different  parts  of  the  county,  one  at  Tilley, 
six  at  Ortonville,  and  one  at  Carlingford. 

Tuberculosis. — Twenty-one  cases  were  reported,  mostly  by  Dr.  Clarke,  while  there  were 
eleven  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

Whooping  Cough. — Si*  cases  were  reported  in  the  Blue  Bell  District  and  there  were  three 
deaths. 

Inoculation  Clinics. — During  the  year  under  review  there  were  no  diphtheria  inoculation 
clinics  held  on  account  of  schools  being  closed  with  infantile  paralysis.  But  clinics  were  commenced 
during  October,  1938,  at  the  following  schools:  Tobique  Narrows,  Rowena,  Gladwyn,  Arthurette, 
Riverside,  Three  Brooks,  Sisson  Ridge,  Annfield,  North  View,  Maple  View,  Blue  Mountain 
Bend,  OxBow,  Everett  (pupils  from  Enterprise  included),  Burnt  Land  Brook,  Riley  Brook 
(pupils  from  Nictau  included),  Little  Salmon  River,  Blue  Bell,  Foley  Brook,  Hilldale,  Blue  Bell 
Station,  Crombie,  Salmonhurst,  New  Denmark. 

Nuisances. — The  sanitary  inspectors  made  their  annual  spring  inspection  and  found  con¬ 
ditions  generally  in  good  order  the  most  serious  offence  being  the  dumping  of  rubbish  at  Aroostook 
Junction.  The  Board  was  forced  to  have  this  cleaned  up.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Fisheries 
Department  we  have  been  able  to  keep  a  closer  check  on  the  dumping  off  the  river  banks. 
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The  monthly  report  forms  of  inspectors  show  all  nuisance  complaints  cleaned  up  satis- 
actorily. 

Inspection  of  Camps. — There  were  eight  lumber  camps  and  four  tourist  camps  inspected 
and  found  in  good  condition.  T  here  has  been  a  marked  improvement  of  the  lumber  camps  this 
last  year. 

Hotels. — There  were  eight  hotels  inspected  and  licensed  by  the  Board  this  year. 

Water  and  Sewerage. — Samples  of  water  were  sent  regularly  to  the  Laboratory  from 
Andover,  Perth,  Grand  Falls  and  Plaster  Rock,  with  a  marked  improvement  from  Plaster  Rock 
where  new  machinery  has  been  installed. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — The  inspection  of  schools  was  limited  as  schools  were 
closed  during  the  fall,  fourteen  schools  in  all  being  inspected. 

Closure  of  Houses. — No  houses  were  closed  during  the  year. 

Legal  Proceedings. — There  were  no  legal  proceedings  during  the  year. 

General  Remarks. — The  excellent  condition  of  this  County  this  year  is  due  to  the  efforts 
of  Dr.  Clarke  and  the  general  tightening  up  of  all  regulations,  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  Dr.  Clarke  and  Dr.  Warwick  and  the  Members  of  the  Board  for  their  kind  advice  and 
interest  given  to  me  in  the  past  year.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  Total  number  of  cases 
reported  during  the  year  was  390,  a  decrease  of  228  from  last  year. 

Diphtheria. — I  regret  to  report  44  cases  with  11  deaths  resulting.  These  were  largely  due, 
I  believe,  to  laxity  of  parents  and  guardians  in  having  children  toxoided.  The  greater  number 
of  those  suffering  could  ill  afford  to  do  so. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — Two  cases  only  were  reported,  probably  from  last  year’s  epidemic. 

Tuberculosis. — This  disease  is  on  the  decrease  and  medical  authorities  assure  us  that  it  will 
eventually  be  stamped  out  their  objective  being  10  or  12  years. 

The  conference  held  in  Moncton  in  September  last  was  an  incentive  for  more  effective  work. 

Typhoid  Fever. — These  cases  totalled  9  as  compared  with  24  of  previous  year. 

The  water  supply  of  Moncton  City  has  its  source  in  two  distinct  reservoirs  situated  on  the 
Irishtown  and  MacLaughlin  Roads  respectively.  These  are  in  charge  of  capable  overseers. 
Mr.  Frank  Weir,  Chief  Engineer  at  the  pumping  station,  twice  weekly  sends  water  samples  to 
Moncton  City  Hospital  for  analysis  and  any  foreign  matter  is  immediately  checked.  Since  1919 
the  Moncton  water  supply  has  been  chlorinated  and  since  that  date  no  case  of  typhoid  has  been 
traceable  to  it.  If  our  rural  population  would  pay  more  attention  to  this  important  fact  many 
of  the  typhoid  cases  would  be  eliminated.

Nuisances. — A  great  many  nuisances  have  been  brought  to  our  attention,  but  were  dealt 
with  immediately  by  our  ever  responsive  sanitary  inspectors. 

The  dumping  of  rubbish  on  roadsides  has  been  a  source  of  annoyance;  in  several  instances 
the  R.C.M.P.  have  given  kindly  assistance. 

Inspection  of  Camps. — Tourists  camps  have  been  carefully  inspected  and  reported  in 
satisfactory  condition. 

Hotels.  Fifteen  (15)  were  inspected  and  licensed.  These  are  giving  good  service  to  the 
travelling  public. 

Water  and  Sewerage. — Moncton  is  well  equipped  with  sewers,  150  feet  being  added  this 
year.  The  pipe  line  leading  to  the  reservoir  on  Irishtown  Road  has  been  replaced  by  one  more 
modern. 

Mr.  Wesley  Bingham,  Plumbing  Inspector,  reports  that  135  plumbing  installations  were 
approved  with  plans  and  specifications  covering  the  entire  work  filed  at  the  office  by  registered 
plumbers.  General  repairs  and  improvements  were  made  in  97  old  buildings,  consisting  of  dwell¬ 
ings,  stores  and  apartments;  plumbing  was  installed  in  38  new  buildings  erected  during  the 
year.  Inclusive  of  work  in  old  and  new  buildings  a  total  of  587  plumbing  fixtures  were  in¬ 
stalled;  287  inpections  made  and  103  tests  witnessed  in  accordance  with  Section  226  of  the 
Regulations.

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Work,  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff,  Generally. — Members  of  our  staff  have  been 
faithfully  doing  the  work  assigned  to  them,  and  I  feel  that,  having  received  the  information 
which  such  experience  teaches,  none  should  be  dismissed  from  office  without  just  cause  being 
shown,  as  by  so  doing  efficient  work  is  curtailed.  Two  very  efficient  Sub-Deputy  Registrars,  Dr. 
H.  V.  Hamilton,  Sackville,  and  H.  M.  Lambert,  Sunny  Brae,  were  removed  by  death.. 

Closure  of  Houses. — No  houses  were  closed  by  the  Board  this  year. 

Food  Inspection. — Dr.  W.  P.  Keirstead,  City  and  County  Food  Inspector,  reports  making 
2,213  inspections  and  disposing  of  1,282  pounds  of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The 
standard  of  handling  and  of  displaying  food  is  much  higher  due  to  the  assistance  given  from 
time  to  time.  Five  hundred  and  four  (504)  inspections  of  barns,  dairies,  etc.,  were  made  and 
conditions  regarding  sanitation  and  general  cleanliness  reported  good.  Four  hundred  and  thirteen 
(413)  sampes  of  milk  were  tested  for  sediment  and  416  samples  tested  for  butter  fat.  Weekly 
inspections  of  milk  supplied  to  schools  were  made.  Exclusive  of  Moncton  City,  4,453  miles 
were  covered  in  this  work. 

Legal  Proceedings. — I  can  again  report  that  legal  proceedings  were  avoided  by  the  diplo¬ 
macy  exercised  by  our  sanitary  inspectors. 

General  Remarks. — I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  sorrow  for  the  loss  sustained  by  our 
Province  and  Dominion  as  a  whole,  in  the  passing  of  our  former  Minister  of  Health,  the  Honour¬ 
able  William  F.  Roberts.  To  his  successor  in  office,  the  Honourable  Pio  H.  Laporte,  M.D.,  I 
extend  hearty  congratulations  and  assurance  of  loyal  support. 

To  you,  Dr.  Warwick,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  your  kind  instructions  and 
constant  courtesy;  also  to  the  Chairman  of  our  Board,  Dr.  J.  A.  Melanson,  for  his  helpful  advice 
and  assistance  at  all  times;  and  to  our  retired  Secretary,  Mr.  C.  E.  Northrup,  who  is  still  keenly 
interested  in  Health  matters  and  who  willingly  imparts  information  when  called  upon.

Cases  of,  and  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Diseases. — Table  I.  A  total  of  309  cases  of 
notifiable  disease  were  reported. 

Chickenpox. — Thirty-two  (32)  cases  were  reported,  most  of  them  by  the  Medical  Inspector 
of  Schools. 

Diphtheria. — Two  cases  were  reported,  both  of  whom  recovered.  One  case  at  Canterbury 
admitted  that  she  visited  a  house  already  quarantined  for  diphtheria  and  probably  contracted 
the  infection  in  this  way.  This  patient  became  a  carrier  and  was  quarantined  for  several  months. 
The  other  case  of  diphtheria  reported  is  a  doubtful  case  as  it  was  not  proven  by  the  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  made.  Both  cases  were  adults  and  no  secondary  cases  developed  among 
the  children  of  the  families  as  they  had  been  given  toxoid  inoculations  a  year  or  so  ago. 

Measles. — Only  17  cases  were  reported. 

Mumps. — Showed  an  increase  this  year,  206  cases  being  reported;  practically  all  were  dis¬ 
covered  during  the  inspection  of  schools. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  18  cases  reported.  Of  these,  five  were  at  Bloomfield  Ridge, 
where  one  case  resulted  in  four  secondary  cases  amongst  house  contacts.  In  the  Parish  of 
Queensbury  four  cases  occurred  in  one  family  and  from  these  a  total  of  four  secondary  cases 
developed  in  two  other  families,  the  remainder  of  the  cases  were  widely  scattered,  twelve  of  the 
cases  were  missed  cases  discovered  by  the  District  Medical  Health  Office  during  investigation 
of  reported  cases. 

Tuberculosis. — There  were  21  cases  of  tuberculosis  discovered  during  the  year.  A  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Survey  of  the  Indians  on  the  Devon  and  Kingsclear  Reserves  was  carried  out  by  Dr. 
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Frank  Wishart  of  the  Department  of  Health  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Cameron  and  a  report 
is  being  sent  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer.  This  work  was  sponsored  by  the  Department  of 
Indian  Affairs. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  during  the  year;  one  case  at 
Hayesville  was  fatal  and  was  probably  infected  in  the  vicinity  of  Boiestown,  Northumberland 
County,  where  other  cases  had  been  reported  just  previously.  The  contacts  were  immunized. 
Two  other  cases  occurred  in  a  family  in  Devon. 

Whooping  Cough. — Nine  cases  were  reported,  six  from  the  area  of  McAdam,  two  from  Maple 
Ridge  and  one  from  Lower  Southampton. 

Inoculation  Clinics. — No  Toxoid  clinics  were  held  in  York  County  during  the  year  as 
the  District  Medical  Health  Officer  was  engaged  in  this  work  in  Sunbury  County.  We  hope 
to  resume  the  toxoid  work  in  York  County  next  year. 

Nuisances. — The  usual  number  of  nuisances  were  reported  this  year;  our  sanitary  inspectors 
attended  to  all  complaints. 

Inspection  of  Camps — Lumber,  Construction,  Tourist,  Etc. — The  reports  from  the 
sanitary  inspectors  regarding  camps  show  they  are  kept  in  very  good  condition. 

Hotels. — One  hotel  was  licensed  this  year. 

Water  and  Sewerage. — Samples  of  public  water  supplies  from  Devon  and  Marysville 
were  examined  regularly  at  the  Laboratory.  The  new  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  which 
treats  the  Millbrook  supply  at  Marysville  is  operating  well;  another  supply  at  Marysville  is  of 
doubtful  quality  and  is  being  carefully  watched. 


Work  of  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Generally. 

Bright  and  Douglas. — The  inspector  made  the  annual  trip  over  this  area  posting  notices 
re  spring  clean-up  and  the  inspection  of  barns  for  those  delivering  milk  to  the  city.  Thirty- 
seven  (37)  milk  licenses  and  13  slaughter  house  licenses  were  issued. 

Dumfries,  Qjueensbury  and  Southampton.  The  inspector  made  the  trip  over  the  area  posting 
the  spring  clean-up  notices  and  found  things  in  good  condition.  There  were  no  complaints  re¬ 
garding  nuisances  this  year. 

Canterbury  and  North  Lake. — The  inspector  posted  the  notices  re  spring  clean-up;  he  also 
inspected  the  barns  in  this  area,  three  milk  licenses  were  issued. 

McAdam. — Our  inspector  reports  everything  in  very  good  condition.  There  was  an  epi¬ 
demic  of  mumps  reported  among  the  pupils  attending  school.  The  spring  clean-up  notices 
were  posted  by  the  inspector. 

Prince  William ,  Manners-Sutton  and  Kings  clear. — Notices  were  posted  for  the  spring 
clean-up.  The  inspector  travelled  over  the  area  making  his  annual  inspection  and  found 
things  in  very  good  condition. 

Kingsclear  and  New  Maryland. — The  inspector  made  his  annual  trip  over  his  area  posting 
the  spring  clean-up  notices,  inspecting  the  barns  of  those  delivering  milk  to  the  City;  eighteen 
(18)  milk  licenses  were  issued.  There  are  two  slaughter  houses  in  this  area  and  in  the  past  we 
have  had  some  difficulty  with  the  owners  keeping  them  accordng  to  he  regulations  of  the  Board. 
Dr.  J.  M.  Cameron  and  the  Inspector  visited  these  on  several  occasions,  only  a  temporary  license 
for  this  year  was  issued  to  the  owner  of  one  slaughter  house. 
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Marysville. — Twenty-nine  (29)  licenses  were  issued  to  keep  (63)  pigs.  Fifteen  milk  licenses 
were  also  issued;  two  (2)  slaughter  house  licenses  were  issued  for  the  year  on  order  of  our  sanitary 
inspector.  Notices  were  posted  re  spring  clean-up.  Several  complaints  were  entered  and  these 
were  attended  to  by  the  inspector.  Samples  of  the  Town  water  supply  were  sent  regularly 
to  the  Bureau  of  Laboratories,  Saint  John;  all  reports  have  been  placed  on  file. 

Devon. — Two  cases  of  typhoid  and  three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  reported  from  this  area. 
The  inspector  posted  the  notices  re  spring  clean-up  and  inspected  the  barns.  Five  milk  licenses 
were  issued.

Stanley. — Notices  were  posted  for  the  spring  clean-up;  the  inspector  travelled  over  the 
area  and  reports  that  he  found  everything  in  good  condition. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. — All  schools  in  the  Sub-District  were  visited  by  the 
Medical  Inspector  during  the  year.  The  amount  of  time  available  for  this  work  is  necessarily 
limited. 

Closure  of  Houses. — None. 

Legal  Proceedings. — None.
